TAFT’S JOURNEY TO DATE. 
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BY JOHN CALLAN O"LAUGHLIN. 

President Taft's legislative program, as re- 
veaied in the half a hundred speeches he thus 
far has delivered in the course of his trip 
across the country, will tax the energy of 
himself and ngress to renee during his 
entire administration. 

Moreover, to attain many of the reforms 
he believes essential for the welfare of the 
people a united public opinion will be neces- 
sary. He has placed himself squarely. in 
antagonism to powerful interests which will 
resort to any and every means to prevent the 
enactment of recommendations inimical to 
them. 

Country Now Knows Wants. 

It is fortunate the president has been able 
to*place himself in personal contact with the 
people who send to Washington the men in 
the senate and house with whom he will have 
to deal. The country knows now what the 
president desires. In connection with the 
proposed legislation ne, in all likelihood, 
will pursue the gttitude of non-interference 
until the conference of the two houses be- 
gins which he observed during the tariff 
struggle. 

It is true the president found this course 
embarrassing’ because of its limitations, and 
he realized in the final stages that a more 
satisfactory tariff revision could have been 
secured had he grappled with congress at the 
beginning of the extra session. 


Places Responsibility on Congress. 

But the view is ingrained in his nature that 
it is the duty of the chief executive to ob- 
serve the constitutional restrictions of his 
office, and these, in his judgment. do not 
permit him to interfere in legisijation in the 
making. 

phen it is the general éxpectation 
of thase..r.zhe , Mr. Taft's frame of 
mind that wy content himself with 
transmitting ~ Sty recommendations to con- 
gress, and Jeave to that body the.duty of 
considering them. When the t houses 
have acted, then it will be he tp the 
president to aid in shaping and fipishing the 
work. 

Such a policy has this advantage trom Mr. 
Taft's point of view: It will enable the people 
to place the responsibility for non-action 
squarely upon their representatives in con- 
gress, and to retire those who fail to exe- 
eute their wiil. 


Stands by Roosevelt Policies. 
In his speeches the president has reiterated 
his determination to carry ont the Koosevelt 


_ policies and has advanced numerous sugges-

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HISTORIC CRAFT IN CRASH 


Half Moon Rams 
Mighty War and Commerce 
Fleet Parades in Fif- 
teen Mile Line. 


New York, Sept. 25.—(Special.Jj—By far 
the most erfjoyable feature of the Hudson- 
Fulton ¢elebration, which began today, was 
the fireworks display on the river and the 
illumination of the vast fleet of wat vessels 
and the city tonight. There may have been 
as fine an exhibition of fireworks) before, 
but it is doubtful if ever pyrotechnic display 
had such magnificent setting. Beautiful 
rockets, bombs showering varicolored stars, 
and screaming rockets are familiar 'to most 
of us, but when these rise and fall among 
@ fleet of great ships outlined in light the 
result is a fairyland which it would be dimi- 
cult for the most fanciful intellect to con- 
celve. 


Add to this the play of a bebaery of search- 
lights of different hues on clouds of steam 
and smoke high in the air, and one could 
almost imagine the picture of light bursting 
with all its glory on the chaos at the begin- 
ning of the world. 


Sun Retires Promptly on Time. 

As well behaved lights in the theater should 
do, the sun faded away back of the Jersey 
hills promptly on time and the audience set- 
tled itself then to enjoy the night show with 
Manhattan and North river as the parquet 
of a theater, the Palisades and Staten Island 
hills as the first balcony, and the far sum- 
mits of Ramepo and Oranges and hills of 
Westchester and Long island as the top 
gallery. 

As early as 6:30 o'clock, when the city hal! 
and all the borough halls of the greater city, 
the big East river bridges, the skyscrapers, 
hotels, and everything dise hereabouts sent 
forth their first flash of lights, all the river 
also was lit up, Im front of the big white 
pylons of the staff at the foot of One Hundred 
and Tenth street lay the liner Nieuw Ams- 
terdam, with every line studded with lighted 
bulbs. From the water front a few gards in 
front of you to the rim of the Palisades, up 
and downh as far as you could see, there were 
lights and ights—and more lights. 


Ships Light Up in Row. 
There was a pause for a while on re 
bridge of the miles 


signal that would cause them te give the 
order, “‘’Turn 6n lights.” The signé!l came 


of doing, and Mke a burning trail of powder 
ship after ship flashed out of the darkness, 
up and down the river as far as you could 
see. A good imitation of the crack of doom 
accompanied the lighting up of ‘the fleet. 
Every siren for miles was tied down. The 
hoarse calls of battleships, liners, ie other 
boats added to the din. 

Jets of ight from the clustered search- 
lights far up the river, which had been radiat- 
ing like sticks in a woman's fan in individual 
rays, now were brought closer together, still 
spreading out individual shafts of light, but 
making @ lesser, therefore brighter, number 
of rays. 

Fireworks Stupendous. 

And then up and’ down the river, the Jer- 
sey shore—the back drop of the stage—broke 
loose with fireworks. Fireworks epluttered 
and banged and sent trailing balloons of fire 
sailing southward over the warships in a 
strong breeze for more than an hour.) It un- 
doubtedly was the biggest pyrotechnic dis- 
play, in quality and, in quantity, thatyNew 
York ever had seen. 

Up on Washingten heights twenty great 
beams Of light in twelve coloré made & play- 
ground of the darkness. The searchlights 
were there to light up the curtain of steam 
that sizzied a few hundred. feet from them 
to one side. The steam would billow out in 
fat, fanlike puffs, and the searchiights would 
illuminate these in gaudy colors like a pea- 
cock’s tall, or it would come out in @ solid 
sheet and the colors would play on the wall. 
Again it) would issue fofth in short, snaky 
looking wreaths, a dozen writhing in midair 
at the same time, and the colors would come 
and go in red and yellow and al) the other 
tints the psychologists say represent anger 
and fear. 


Lamps of 1,000,000,000 Candle Power. 

The plant from which all the plays ¢ of light 
came was situated on Riverside drive, bé- 
tween One*Hundred and Fitty-fifth and One 
Hundred and Fifty-seventh streets. There 
the twenty lights were lined up, occupying 
more than a block, facing the Hudson river. 
Each projector had an Intensity of 50,000,000 
candle power. The light was so powerful that 
when the operator turned it on a tree during 
the preliminary practice every leaf was 
prought out In a hard brilliance of contour. 

The most interesting effect was that ob- 
tained by forcing steam under heavy pres- 
sure through hose pipes. The pipes slatted 
about furious in mid air and the steam was 
thrown about in every direction. This Was 
called ‘‘ the battle of the serpents,” or some 
such name, and as lighted up by the twenty 
projectors had a@ daazsling effect. Another 
effect was obtained by discharging an aerial 
bomb high in the sky, then turning the search- 
lights up on it till the smoke cloud had disap. 
peared. 

This was the end of the day’s festivities— 
and it had been a crowded day. 


Celebration Begins in Din. 

For the celebration had begun propitiously 
in the morning, amid a din of whistles like 
that heard when the old year passes out and 
the new comes in, made up of the combined 
clamor of all the harbor craft, the hoarse 
blast from the tugs, and deeper bass of the 
big liners, the firing of guns, the cheering 
of the folks a&ssembied on the shores of the 
three boroughs, and the neighboring. state.

AUTO FATALITIES OF YEAR.

An automobile, said to belong to the west 
park board and occupied by Park Commis- 
sioner Joseph A. O’Donnell, last evening ran 
down and killed Miss Elizabeth Skinner, 5909 
Washington boulevard The car was driven 
by George Gruenwald and Mr. O'Donnel! 
was seated beside him. At the Austin police 
station it was reported the car belonged to 
the park board and Mr, O’Donnell refused to 
be seen. 

According to witnesses, Miss Skinner had 
turned as she was crossing the boulevard at 
Franklin avenue, to wave her hand in greet- 
ing to a wagon load of children who were 
returning from the temperance parade. She 
did not see the automobile bearing down 
upon her until it was too late to avoid being 
struck. Neither could the chauffeur see Miss 
Skinner, as the wagon hid her from view. 

After aesisting in carrying Miss Skinner's 
body to the house of F. E. Vail, 5911 Wash- 
ington boulevard, Mr. O'Donnell and Gruen- 
wald drove in the car to the Austin police sta- 
tion, where a report of the accident was 
made, and Mr. O'Donnell signed bonds for the 
chauffeur’s appearance in court tomorrow 
morning. He was not held, as the police con- 
sidered that the acident was unavoidable. 


Victim a Church Worker. 


(Mise Skinner, who was 40 years old, was 


. 200 
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the daughter of D. V. B. Skinner, a re- 
tired real estate broker, formerly of 
South Bend, Ind. For several years she 


fad been a teacher in the Metropolitan 
business college of Austin, and she also had 
beén anh active worker in the Presbyterian 
church, and a teacher in the Sunday school. 
Being a strong advocate of temperance, Miss 
Skinner took part in the parade in the after- 
noon, and was returning to per home when 
the accidemt occurred. 

William J. Morgan, who witnessea the ac- 
cident from the steps of his hotise at 5H05 
Washington boulevard, said: 

“ Miss Skinner was walking south in Frank- 
linavenue, and was just crossing Washington 
boulevard when along came a wagon filled 


with children who had been in the parade 


downtown. Miss Skinner knew them well, 
and turned to hall them and wave her hand 
and did not see the automobdiie that was 
speeding west. | 


Auto Shut Out of View. 

“The driver of the automobile could not 
have seen her until just as she emerged from 
behind the wagon and as she still had her 
head turned she did not see the machine until 
it was practically upon her. The automobile 
struck here squarely, and by the time it had 
stopped and any one could reach her she 
was dead.” 

Com missioner O'Donnel! maiie every effort 
to puppreés the news of the accident... As 
sooh as he had aided the neighbors to carry 


Migs Skinner's body {nto the house adjoining 


her own, he told his chauffeur to get into 


the machine and drive over to the Austin sta- 
tion about a mile away. 

At the station he gave an account of the 
accident to the desk sergeant and offered to 
give bonds for the appearance of himself 
and Gruenwald before the coroner’s jury and 
court. His explanation was accepted and 
the police did not arrest Mr. O’Donnell, con- 
tenting themselves with booking Gruenwald, 
and then accepted the park commissioner’s 
bond. 

After the accident Mr. O’ Donnell could not 
be seen. Although there was a light in the 
upper windows of his residence at 207 Palmer 
square until a late hour, repeated ringing of 
the door bell failed to bring any response, 
nor could any one be induced to answer the 
telephone. 


TEXAN KILLED IN AUTO. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 25.—{Special.]— 
Charlies Rohan, 44 years old, of Mabard, 
Tex., died as the result of an automobile 
accident late this afternoon, while touring 
in Waukesha. county, near Elm Grove, Wis. 
He was-jin the automobile of Mayor A. J. 
Horlick df Racine, though Mayor Horlick 
wae not in the machine, being in Milwaukee, 
where he had a dinner engagement with the 
autoists. 

Mr. Rohan, who \s a brother of J. V. Rohan, 
general manager of the Rohan Hatchery 
company, was in a party headed by Milton 
W. Horlick, cousin of Mayor Horlick. In 
the automobile also were Chief of Police 
Henry C. Baker of Racine, City Treasurer 
Ward CC. Clemons of Racine, and Joseph 
Diederich, chauffeur. 

The machine was preceded in its final run 
by another party of Racine automobilsts, 
who, when Rohan was found to be badly in- 
jured, brought him to a Milwaukee hospital. 
He died en route, however. 

When the party in the car preceding the 
Horlick machine noticed that the Horlick 
party was hot following, they turned back 
and found the uninjured automobilists trying 
to lift thé car from the dying man. 

It took more than an hour to get his body 
from under the heavy machine, which, how- 
ever, was not injured beyond scratches. The 
others in the automobile escaped without in- 


jury. 


GETS JOB; KILLED IN 3 HOURS.

[DRINK CAUSES 2 TRAGEDIES 


One Woman Murdered, Another 
Dying from Stab Wounds. 


BOTH VICTIMS OF HUSBANDS. 


Prohibitionists Look on It as Sermon 
on Evils of Liquor.

Ag if to emphasize the evil of strong drink, 
protest against which brought to Chicago 
thousands of persons in commemoration of 
the founding of the Prohfbition party, two 
husbands while under the influence of liquor 
yesterday murderously attacked their wives. 

In one instance the woman was killed in- 
stantly, a surgeon's lance piercing her heaft. 
In the other case the wife was stabbed five 
times In the back. She is dying at the county 
hospital. 

One of the hugbands is dead, having swa!l- 
lowed poison after the attempt to kill his 
spouse. The other husband is locked up in 
the Englewood station charged with murder. 

These two tragedies were caused by liquor 
within an hour after the disbandment of a 
temperance parade which was the largest of 
its kind ever seen in the west. Leaders of 
the prohibition movement when informed of 
the double tragedy declared it was the 
strongest sermon that could be preached 
against the rum traffic. 


Kills Wife; Threatens Daughter. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Gahr, 45 years old, was 
killed by her drunken husband. She was 
killed at her home, 6050 Center avenue, be- 
cause supper was not ready when Joseph 
Gahr reeled into the house after a day’s 
debauch. The police say Gahr has not 
worked in ten years. He is 65 years old and 
it is said formerly was a surgeon in the Ger- 
man army. 

Katy Gahr, 16ryears old, told Lieut. Walsh 
of the Englewood station that she narrowly 
escaped the fate of her mother. 

Gahr often had threatened his wife and 
other members of the family, and when he 
found the mother and daughter together he 
told them it was the chance he had been 
waiting for. He was enraged because supper 
waa not on the table, and he first started to 
quarrel with the girl The mother remon- 
strated, and Gahr drew the lance from his 
pocket. After stabbing his wife he kicked 
the daughter downstairs. Sheran back to ald 
her mother, and Gahr attempted to strike her 
with the keen bladed instrument. 


Woman Dying in Hospital. 

The other woman, whose condition, the 
physicians say, preclude the possibility of 
recovery, 1s Mrs. Katherine Chrisman, 29 
years old. Her husband, Albert Chrisman, 
plunged 4 knife into her five times in a 
rooming house at 84 Halsted stréet. When 
the attack was made upon her she was hold- 
ing her five weeks old baby in her arms. 

Believing hé had killed het, Chrisman 
drank carbolic acid. He died three hours 
later at the county hospital. 

Reports from the County hospital early this 


morning say Mrs. Chrisman wae in a pre-. 
carious condition. 


In a statement made to 
the police, Mts. Chrisman said her husband 
had not supported her since the birth of the 


babs, five weeke ago. She had been without 
feed all di bg!

He continued: “I hear all the evi- 
dence in these cases, witnesses from both 
sides, then if my best judgment Is that they 
be held to the grand jury, I do so. I fee} 
certain that the Municipal court judges are 
acting with discretion and believe that the 
grand jury, if it did criticise, was not pro- 
vided with reliable data.”

Commissioners Express Favor. 
The replies to these questions given by the

WILLIAM C, HARTRAY—As far as 
Mr. Wayman can show that he needs 
funds to carry on the work of his office, 
I am in favor of giving !t to him, and 
I believe this is the attitude of the other 
commissioners. The proposition was 
discussed at the finance committee's 
meeting Friday afternoon, and this atti- 
tude seemed to be general. 

CARL R. CHINDBLOM--I certainly am 
in favor of giving Mr. Wayman all the 
money he needs to conduct his office. 
The only question is how it can be done. 
Mr. ayman asks for 4 spgtial appro- 
priation to carry on his work. But the 

county board cannot pass a special ap- 
propriation, for all of the available funds 
have been appropriated. But we havea 
miscellaneous fund and several other 
funds from which the money could be 
diverted.

Wants Report from Wayman.

BURY INDICTED MILLIONAIRE 
WITHOUT PROOF OF DEATH. 
Pittsburg Residents Criticise District 


Attorney for Permitting Family to 
Inter Body of D. C. Byers. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 25.—[Spectal.}—¥Fo}- 
lowing the funeral today of Dallas C. Byers. 
a Pittsburg millionaire, who died in August 
at Dinard, France, while under an indictment 
charging bribery, sensational rumors were 
spread, based’ on the report that the casket 
containing the body was not opened. 

Byers was one of the most succeesful young 
business men of Pittsburg. He was the head 
of the Byers Pipe Manufacturing company 
and was heavily interested in other business 
concerns. 

When news of Byers’ death was received 
here in August, District Attorney W. H. 
Blakeley, who prosecuted the millionaire on 
a charge of bribéry, said that when the body 
reached Pittsburg he would fobtain proof of 
death and then would move to quash the 
indictment, thus clearing the dead man’s 
name. This proof was not requested today, 
nor were there any county officials present, 
The family was permitted to lower the casket 
into the grave without it being first unsealed. 

Seven years ago the same cry was raised 
about trickery in the burial of Samuel} Pais- 
ley, who died outside of the state while 
charged with padding city pay rolis. The 
charges became so heated that the body was 
exhumed, The same demand for proof is 
being raised by citizene here today in the 
Byers case. 

The indictment charged an attempted steal 
of property for which Byers had previously 
offéred $20,000. :

Jury’s Legality. Questioned. 

The legality of the October grand jury was 
brought into question since the specific 
charge against the three men.

This, it is asserted by some attorneys, nulli- 
fies the October inquisitorial body, which, ac- 
cording to Mr. Waymiin’s plans, is slated 
to pry deeply Into the graft investigation.

Pause in Hostilities. 

“While I am leaving Chicago for a few 
days,’’ said he, ‘‘ it_is only a brief cessation 
of hostilities. Grafters and those who abet 


them will not prosper while I am state's at- 


torney of this county. My duty is to prose- 
cute those who violate the laws of the state, 
and I am going to do it no matter who the 
wrong doer may be. 

“ What am I going to do next? Well. that 
is just what the grafters would like to find 
out. I will say right here that nobody bus 
myself knows what I am going to do—and 
they won't know either until the proper time. 
Talking doesn’t bring criminals to justice. 
Actions. speak louder than words. That is 
all I havg#to say.”

She gave additionad strength to the claims 
of Mr. Wayman concerning the men under 
indictment by saying that as yet none of the 
strong evidence against the men was known 
outside the state’s attorney’s office.

He writes a 
letter to a firm, furnishing abundant forged 
recommendations, and’ makes his case: so 
strong that almost invariably he obtains an 
advance of. expense money. By the use of 
aliases he has obtained several positions ata 
time. In order.to do this he would mail his 
letters on the train, and when writing a Chi- 
cago firm would head his letter ‘ Omaha” 
or ** Denver.’’ By this method he led many 
firms to believe he was traveling for some 
other, firm and was only seeking a better 
place.

The trouble, which Chicago scien- 
tiste could account for only partly, is gen- 
erally thought to have been caused by storms 
on the surface of the sup, , | 

_ The phenomena first were felt in Chicago 
about 5 o'clock in the morning and continued 
‘with varying intensity until 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. By that time the currents 
ceased and telegraph service assumed its 
normal condition. 

The disturbance was similar to the occur- 
rencee of 1803 and 1882, except that it was 


‘much more violent. It was accompanied by 


the appearance of the aurora borealis, or 
: lighte, This was not visible in Chi- 
cago yesterday, due.to the presence of the 
gun. It could have been seen about 9 o'clock 
im the morning had there been darkneés. 
The aurora appears with emphasized brib- 
liance at regular intervals of eleven years, 
and usually follows such disturbances as the 
one yesterday. 

The magnetic storm took the form of earth 
and air currents, which seemed to drift over 
the country in an easterly direction. It ap- 
peared with varying degrees of violence in 
different parts of the country and had the 
effect of producing what telegraph operators 
termed a “ stagnancy’”’ in the wires and in- 
struments. 

Prof, Fox, in charge of the.observatory at 
Northwestern university, and Prof. EB. B. 
Frost, director of the Yerkes observatory at 
WilMams Bay, Wis., said last night a direct 
relation pute between the disturbances on 
the sun/and the magnetic storms on the 
earth. The aurora, they said, is the visible 
demonstration of these stormé. 


Ship Compasses Go Crazy. 


The currents reached their heaviest wave 


eabout 7 o’clock.in the morning. At that time 


all telegraph companies were at a standstill. 
The disturbing force was so great fhat fuses 
were blown out and resistance lamps burned 
brilliantly. 

Compasses on lake ships were crippled and 


. yessels drifted for hours in helpless condi- 


tion. The needles whirled about in a bewilder- 
ing manner, and many pilots are thought to 
have gone far astray of their courses. 

The United States weather bureau was un- 
able to give a definite explapation of the 
disturbance further than to say that a simi- 
lar phenomenon occurred in 1882. At that 
time an aurora lighted up the northersr skies 
brilliantly. A report made by the local 
weather forecaster on April 10, 1882, said tele- 
graph wires running east and west were more 
powerfully affected than those running north 
and south) although the latter felt the cur- 
rents. The trouble at that time lasted about 
twenty-four hours. 

Yesterday’s disturbance is thought to have 
had its center in the neighborhood of Mani- 
toba, although the condition of the telegraph 
wires made it impossible to get reports from 
that part of the country. ’ 

Prof. David Cuthbertson, in charge of the 
weather bureau ‘in the federal building, said 
the trouble without doubt was accompanied 
by an aurora borealis. 

“Such electrical disturbances are fre- 
quent," said he, “‘ although they seldom are 
‘as violent as this one. They always aré acéom- 
panied by the aurora borealis, which ts par- 
ticularly pronounced in high pressure air 
areas. The column of air is highest in the 
northern district over Manitoba, and it is 
there that the most serious effects of the 
earth currents are noticeable. The northern 
lights, as the aurora borealis usually is 
called, are, of course, not visible through the 
day. They continue usually from twenty- 
four to thirty-six hours:’’ . 

Managers of the Western Union and Postal] 
telegraph companies made different reports 
as to the effects of the currents. At4o'clock 
the Western Union wires were reported stag- 
nant, and the company managers said only 
ah intermittent message could bé sent. At 
the same hour the Postal superintendent re- 
ported that the wires of his company practi- 
cally had regained their efficiency and that he 
did not expect more trouble. At that hour 
the Postal had got a message through from 
San Francisco to New York without delay. 


Telegraph Wires Melted. 

In some localities the disturbance raised 
the voltage in the telegraph wires and bat- 
tteries to such a high state that flashes of tire 
leaped across the gaps when the instruments 
were opened. ‘From the cities of the west 
came reports that the current had been so 
violently increased that the wires in some 
instances melted. These cases were rare, 
however, as the wire operators opened the 
circuits so that the surplus currents could 
escape Into the ground. , 

Prof. E. B. Frost of Yerkes observatory at 
Williams Bay, Wts., corroborated the state- 
ments of local scientists to the effect that the 
exact cause of the trouble is not thoroughiy 
understood. 

' The cause of such disturbances never has 
been determined,” said he. ‘ About al) we 
know is that the earth currents and an 
aurora borealis are simultaneous with the 
appearance of large spots on the surface of 
the sun. Such spots are visible at the pres- 
ent time.”’ 

That the disturbance was world wide was 
shown by European dispatches, which told of 
similar trouble of lines on the continent as 
well as on the submarine cables.

Aldermen Think Consolidated 
Co. Should Merge with 
Chicago Railways, 


‘WANT A UNIFIED SYSTEM. 


Project ‘of Reorganizers Likely. 


to Meet with Rebuff in 
City Council. 


The request for a franchise projected by 
the reorganizers of the Chicago Consolidated 
Traction company will be met in the city 
council by a demand that the company merge 
with the Chicago Railways company: * 

City officials, members of the local trans- 
portation committee, and aidermen repre- 
senting the warde that have been suffering 
from the Consolidated’s trailers and other 
inadequacies, declared yesterday that they 
would oppose granting a franchise to any 
third company within the city, and especially 
‘to a company that is supplementary to one 
a twenty year fran- 
chive. 

‘They pointed out that the old Yerkes 
tangle scattered through the outlying parts 
of the city is controlled by the revivified 
Union Traction—the Chicago Rallways—and 
that for the unification and standardization of 


the city’s entire system it must become an 


integral part of that company. 

“I cannot speak for the council,’ said 
Corporation Counsel Brundage, ‘‘ but the 
policy of the city in traction matters aims 
toward unification, and its attitude in this 
matter, if consistent, would be that the re- 
organized Consolidated be merged with the 
Railways company, of which by the nature 
of the territory it occupies is a supplementary 
system.”’ 


Plan-Is Opposed by Dever. 

“I think the council would refuse a.sep- 
arate franchise for the Consolidated,” said 
Ald.- William E. Dever, who was one of the 
counci! leaders when the big traction ordi- 
nances were thrashed out. “ Speaking gen- 
erally, the policy of the city recently has 
been to get the entire street rallway system 
under one control. Under such an arrange- 
ment the best service can be provided 
“IT @on’t know anything about the condi- 
tion of the Consolidated’s finances or its 
franchises; but I do know that something 


Bhould be done for the rehabilitation of its 
| Ines. The service must be improved.”’ 


“ This is a new question in many ways,”’ 
“and one that 
has not been considered by the local trans- 
portation committee at any length. The 
Consolidated isn’t simply a city line. It runs 
to Evanston and outside the city on the west 
also, so it is different from the other com- 
panies. 

“ Everybody knows the Rallways company 


- controls the Consolidated and owns the ma- 


jority of ite stock, and by this fact, as well 
as the conjunction of routes, the two cor- 


| porations now are chosely allied. Everybody 


favors the unification of the entire traction 
system.”’ 


Wants Improved Services 
**IT am told that most of the Consolidated's 


franchises expire in six or seven years,” said -‘ 


Ald. Charlies M. Thomson of the Twenty-fifth 
ward. ‘ That means the public will have to 
put up with what at least is far below the 
standard of best service for that long unless 
a new franchise is granted. That is the only 
reason I can see for considering the request 
for a separate franchise. I have made re- 
peated efforts to have rehabilitatton work 
done in my own ward I haveno doubt com- 
plete rehabilitation would follow the granting 
of a separate franchise, but the service could 
be brought to its best only through unified 
manegement.’’ 

“ Really the Consolidated’s lines are stub 


| ends, extensions, or additions to the Rail- 


ways system,” said Ald. James F. Clancy, 

‘and the results of putting them under one 
management would be far ahead of those 
possible under a working agreement. The 
consolidated now is running carg of the 
sort that it sold last summer for $5 apiece. 
I want to see the Railways company take 
those lines over.”’ 


Unified System Is Demanded. 

“The two companies ought to consolt- 
date,” said Michael Zimmer. “ The Raul- 
Ways really controls the Consolidated, any- 
vay, and the only way we can complete our 
standardization of equipment and service is 
to get the two companies into one.”’ 

Ald Winfield P. Dunn of the Twenty-fif:t: 
ward was inclined on first consideration to 
think a new franchise might not be opposed 
and then he joined the opposition. 

‘* The objection to it is that we would be 
getting away from our aim of unification,” 
he sefd. ‘ The two north and west com- 
panies are sO much the same that they 
really ought to be one.” 

* I would oppose granting a franchise to 
a company that would have to operate under 
aiworking agreement with one of the two 
airendy under new ordinances,” said Ald. 
Arthur B. McCoid. “ I.feel that the bes‘ 
results for the two companies and for.the 
traveling public would be had through their 


— consolidation.”

. Latest Dreadnought Makes Sev- 


enth in Nineteen Months. 
WILL CARRY CREW OF 1,000. 


Great Progress in German Shipbuilaing 
Shown in Last Three Years. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
BERLIN, Sept. 25.—Germany's new Dread- 
nought, christened Heligoland, was launched 
at Kiel today. Its dimensions have been kept 
hermeticalg secret, but it is admitted the 


| Heligoland is in every weepect equal to. the 


latest 20.506 ton British Dreadnoughts. It 
will carry a crew of 1.000 and ig armed with 
twelve instead of eleven inch guns. Next 
week the Oldenburg, another super-Dread- 
nought, will be launched at Wilhelmshaven, 
making the seventh al] big gun ship Germany 
has floated within nineteen months. 

Both the Heligoland and the Oldenburg 
have been launched within nine months from 
the date they were laid down. Nothing could 
more strikingly indicate the tremendous 
progress in German shipbullding facilities 
within three years. In 1906 the heaviest 
battleship any German yard was capable of 
turning out was 19,200 tons. 

In line with the policy of inviolate secrecy 
now prevailing with regard to naval affairs, 
it has just been officially. announced that 
the cost of new battleships hereafter wil! not 


be made public in advance, in order that | 


foreign navies may not be able to calculate 
their size from the amount invested. Hence- 
forth the admiralty will keep the cost a secret 
until the final instaliment is asked for in the 
reichetag.

Ask Anti-Slavery Aid. 


Lord; Monkswel) and Sir Fowell Buxton, 
president and chairman respectively of the 
Anti-Slavery and Aborigines Protection s0- 
clety, are appealing to the public for support 
to an effort to extend to the United States 
the boycott of slave produced cocoa of Portu- 
guese West Africa. Several years ago atten- 
tion was called to the system of recruiting 
labor in the islands of San Thome and Prin- 
cipe in order to produce the famous San 
Thome cocoa. The revelations then made 
were confirmed on investigation and they led 
to the decision of leading English cocoa firms 
to give up the purchase of raw cocoa from 
that part of the world until there was posi- 
tive proof that it is no longer produced by 
slave labor. 

“The effect of their action,” says the ap- 
peal of the Anti-Slavery and Aborigines Pro- 
tective society, ‘has been to drive the San 
Thome cocoa on the Américan market at a 
cheaper rate, so that the situation is largely 
in the hands of the Americans, It becomes, 
therefore, of the highest impdrtance to in- 
fluence publié opinion-in th mited States 
against this survival of slavery, and with 
this view the socjety has resolved to, send 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Burtt as a deputation 
to the people of America in several important 
centers of the northern and eastern states.’’ 

The society proposes to raise sufficient 
funds by public subscription to meet the ex- 
penses of Mr. Burtt’s journey to the United 
States, and it is hoped that his itinerary will 
include Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Washington, Pittsburg, Chicago, Detroit, 
Rochester, and Albany. Mr. Burtt has him- 
self twice visited Portuguese West Africa 
and is the author of the report drawn up for 
the English cocoa firms three years ago. 


Claims It Has Evidence. 


The society declares that it has received 
abundant evidence, official and wnofficial, 
of the nature of the so-called labor system 
which involves siave trading and slavery. 
Recently Mr. Swan, an Englishman, who 
wap for twenty-three years a missionary in 
Angola, visited the colony and brought back 
with him a statement signed by nineteen mis- 
sionaries, belonging to English and Amer- 
ican societies at work in the-country, testify- 
ing from their own personal experience that 
natives continue to be bought and sold and 
have no understanding of the nature of the 
contracts into which they enter. 

The Daily Chronicle, in supporting the so- 
ciety’s appeal, says: 

“The cocoa is cultivated by an army of 
‘servicaes,’ as the slaves are called, num- 
bering from 30,000 to 37,000. These forlorn 
beings have been torn from happy homes in 
Central Africa and are brought to the coast, 
many hundreds of miles away, in large and 
small gangs, fastened together by night with 
wooden shackles to prevent them escaping. 
Thousands of them perish along that horri- 
ble highway, scattered with the bleaching 
bones of former victims."

LONDON, Sept. 25.—Capt. Scott's antarctic 
expedition is now complete as to the selec- 
tion of officers and men, and even the ship has 
been obtained, though it will not be paid for 
until the funds the British public is being 
called upon to subscribe in order to forestall 
American discovery of the south pole come 
in more rapidly than they have thus far. 

The vessel {s the steamship Terra Nova, the 
largest and strongest of the old Scottish 
whalers. It is considered *me best ship ever 
launched for the Greenland whale trade and 
always has been the most profitable in the 
possession of its owners. 

In. 1903 it was purchased by the admiralty 
as a relief ship for a discovery expedition. 

The year 1905 saw it in service in a north 
polar expedition on a visit to Frans Josef 
iand. Thus it has ranged from the great ice 
barrier in the south to the north polar pack— 
from extreme to extreme of the navigabie 
waters of the globe. 

After being duly inspected in Newfound. 
land it will sail for England end it is hoped 
that it will reach the Thames about the end 
of October or early in November.

BERLIN, Sept. 25.--All is in readiness for 
the opening of Germany's first fying week 
at Johannisthal, twenty miles southwest of 
Berlin, along the banks of the Spree. 

Forty thousand dollars in prizes, in addi- 
tion to a formidable array of cups and tro- 
phies, have been offered by the Deutsche 


meet, and already enough of the world’s 
champion fiying men have agreed to partici- 
pate to insure sport destined to rank not 
far behind that at Rheims. 

Orville Wright, Bleriot, Farman, Latham, 
Rougier, Leblanc, Edwards, DeCaters, San- 
chez.

Their reputations make 
them the stars of the meeting, but Germans 
are expecting great things from some of their 
own and practically unknown aviators, espe- 
clay Engineer Grade of Magdeburg. 


Main Event for Berlin Cup. 

The main event of Berlin week is the speed 
competition for the Berlin cup, the first prize 
being $10,000. There are other big prizes for 
speed, long distance, height, and passenger 
carrying contests. 

The field at. Johannisthal was a dense for- 
est only a few weeks ago, and the pro- 
moters of the meeting have accomplished 
wonders in clearing it so quickly for racing 
purposes. The field includes an oyal course 
two and one-half kilometers in length, with 
four turns. 


Wright Calls Field Admirable. 

Orville Wright pronounces the field admira- 
ble for flying purposes. The machine with 
which Wright has been making exhibition 
fiights in Berlin is not designed for racing 
or competitive events. 

The week is expected to give immense im- 
petus to aeroplane development in Germany, 
The imperiai automobile club, the Imperial 
Aero club of Berlin, and the Aerial Naviga- 
tion seciety have assumed the patronage of 
the meet. 

Interest in Zurich Air Races. 

ZURICH, Sept. 25.—Interest in aerial flying 
is not so much confined to aeroplanes that 
the balloon does not still loom as an impor- 
tant factor, and this is evidenced by the in- 
terest in the international aero féte soon to be 
held here. 

The feature of this meeting will be a 
series of fnternationa!] balloon races which 
will take place between Sept. 30 and Oct. 3. 
America’s representative among the twenty 
aeronauts who will contest for the prizes will 
be Edgar W. Mix, formerly of Columbus, O., 
who was second with Le Blanc in the balloon 
races at St. Louis. 

Extensive preparations for the races have 
been made by the Swiss Aero club, under 
whose auspices they will be held, and by 
the city of Zurich itself. A great crowd is 
expected to witness the events. The first day 
will be taken up by the meeting of the Inter- 
national Airship association.

Premier Asquith to Be. to Be Asked on Mon- 
day to Authorize Apology for In- | 
. cident in Ireland. |

LONDON. Sept. 25.—Patrick O’Brien will 
ask Premier Asquith in the house of com- 
mors next Monday if he is aware that on 
Sept. 18, when the inhabitants of Castlereagh 
were giving a public reception to Capt. 
O’Meagher Condon. who is described as hold- 
ing a high office in the United States goy- 
ernment; and to John McCallaghan, editor of 
the Boston Globe. a sergeant of the Royal 
Irish constabulary ordered a sgaloonkeepeér 
to haul down a flag he had hoisted in honor of 
the American visitors.

ARCHANGELSK, Russia, Sept. 11.— A 
curious and typically Russian superstition, 
springing up in this province in the wake of 
the cholera epidemic, has seized many vil- 
| lages, and caused, incidentally, the death of 
an aged woman making a pilgrimage to the 
monastery shrine of Onega. 

During the outbreak of cholera a legend 
gained credence that the cholera would 
cease in September, but would be followed by 
the pest, which would appear In the person 
of an old woman, who would visit the villages 
by night, and kill the sleepers. 

Whole villages, terrified, now spend nights 
in prayer behind locked doors, with chim- 
neys, crevices, etc., blocked to prevent the 
entry of the scourge, and guards are posted 
to warn the people of the approach of the 
dreaded pest bringer. 

At the village of Solz a young girl, seeing 
an old woman, ran shrieking into the vil- 
lage. The peasants rushed out and beat the 
woman to death.

Sunday.—At dawn we are in the harbor of 
‘Lihir, or Gerrit Denis island. Sapper and 1 
go ashore with four soldiers, over a fine bay 
with a beautiful coral bottom. Not a soul 


"was in sight when we landed, but'a few soon 


yentured out. There was fighting on this 
Yeland last year, hence our soldiers’ and the 
‘patives’ shyness. Sapper went into the bush, 
to the foot of the mountain, while I prowled 
along the beach of the bay, visiting a dozen 
straggling house groups. 

It is astonishing how little one can find on 
some of: these little unpacified islands; but 
many of them have been “ recruited,” some 

forcibly, and nearly all, excegt the naked old 
men, have shirts and trousers, or at least a 
loin cloth. However, I got two fine drums 
and some other material and could have got 
more, but the siren blew, warning us to re- 
turn. 

Some of the house groups were really de- 
lightful, standing in great open, cleared 
spaces, with cocoanut trees. The houses are 
long and low, some surrounded with a three 
foot high coral fence. The old chief's house 
was especially fine, with a long rectangular 
court in front, of four foot high walls of 
neatly laid coral rock, with an entrance over 
the worn smooth fork of a tree, one prong of 
which was carved. 


Coral Sidewalks Lead to House. 
‘We enter the house over a big log. The 
low, long side walls are, of course, of coral 
rock, on which rests a long log on which 
the bamboo framework is laid. Halfway up 
the wall of the half barrel shaped roof are 
bamboo rods running the entire length of the 
house, to which were fastened the lower jaws 
of the pigs the old man had eaten. I counted 
264, the majority of them black from the 
smoke of years. 

The furniture of these houses is almost nil; 
the old War spears, etc., the old adzes, etc., 
have gone; afew cheap palm baskets for fish 
and taro, a fish net or so, some bags of paint, 
that is about all. I saw many storehouses 
on piles with curious doors of bamboo rods 
notched at each end and held between paral- 
lel bars. opened by lifting up. These houses 
contain yams todry. While in Lihir we saw 
not a single woman and few children; they 
were afraid of us. 

At 10 we headed southeast for Namatanai 
on New Ireland, a place we had visited before. 
Here we arrived at 2 o'clock; we expected to 


pick up the horse and Dr. Frederici, and sail | 


at once. I visited the upper villages to the 
north of the landing place; the houses and 
their setting are much like those of Lihir. 
But this country has been cleaned up by 
Frederici; still-I got a fine drum and a bun- 
dle of twenty-eight fine spears, which has 
been hanging up in a house so-long thatt

I hufried back at 5 o’clétk; only to fina that 
Frederici had not yet arrived from the bush; 
so, we lay at anchor the night awaiting him. 
I have plenty to do, numbering by specimens 
(now $30) and getting them ready to box; 
but it is maddening to lose this time. | 

After we left Lihir this morning we sailed 
through a heavy rainstorm. It is raining 
now;.this is the dry season! 

Monday.—A]l day long we waited for Fred- 
erici. As the day wore on and there was no 
sight of him they attempted to put the horse 
($125) in the horse box; sqmething happened, 
just what I do not know, for I was not there; 
but the horse was drowned. So at 7 we 
steamed away without horse or. Fredericl, 
having lost thirty hours I should have pre- 
ferred to have spent on some island, at Nis- 
san, for example, where they fatten their 
women and eat them. or did until recent'y. 

Shortly after leaving Namatanai there 
came up a rainstorm—my, but it blew and 
rained !—in dense horizontal sheets, with vivid 
lightning. Tired as I was, for I had packed 
ell day, I remained up late to watch the 
storm and hear the wind whistle. It wasa 
regular tropical squall. 


Beautiful Colors in Skvw. 
Tuesday—The storm had passed, but the 
sky was most beautiful, and the sunrise 
gorgeous; storm clouds in every direction, 
and color in great masses, reds, b'ues. b’acks. 
and purples. We were steaming svuth ard at 
7 we landed at Tacheran where Sapper was 
to examine a coal deposit near by, and then 
begin an overland geographical exploration 
of the unknown south end of New Ireland. 
While the Seestern waited for the Sags of 
coal, which Sapper was to send back, I ex- 
amined ‘two villages with poor resu'ts, and 
having a fast and a hot two m‘ies’ walk, 
partly along the rough beach and partly ina 
shady trail, just inside the beach. ‘The most 
interesting thing I got was a spear with a 
human arm bone on the end of it. poeta 
At ll o'clock we steamed on down the coas* 
and at 3 I was set ashore on the small island 
of Lambon, while the Seestern went con two 
miles and anchored in the delightful bay, in- 
side Point Breton, just around the west of 
the south end of New Ireland. The village 
hardly déserved visiting, as it is in decay. 
One house after another has been deserted, 
many have fallen down, and others ere 
about to tumble. 


Gets Interesting House Supports. 
From the old chief's house I got some in- 
teresting carved house supports. But the 
beach was lovely, nothing but shells and 
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broken coral, pure white, with beautiful 


corals and sponges growing in rank pro- 
fusion. Along the beach are many fine 
old cocoanut trees. 
should be decadent. 

Then a long row back to the Seestern in 
this apparently landlocked channel,,with tall 
mountainous walls‘ densely wooded. In a 
lofty tree I ee superb big hornbills. 
And then the n came out and the bay 
Seemed sma! 

The walls seemed to close in on us, and one, 
it seemed, could throw a stone ashore. And 
then the moon eank beyond the lofty wall to 
the west of us, and the stars were intensely 
bright, and it was quiet and calm, and how 
fresh and cool was the air. 

Below the black boys danced and sang, 
@ach with a green garland on his head and a 
scarlet hibiscus in his hair, and a bunch of 
green under each arm ring; and I sat on deck 
till late, thinking, and enjoying and loving 
the night. ~ 


Month’s Cruise Is Ended, 

Wednesday—Up anchor and away before 
the sun has climbed the eastern wall of the 
bay and out into St. George's chann2i again 
and bound north. At 8 we touch et the 
Island cy Lamasea to land stores for Sapper, 
and the natives bring me out three skulls. 
On up the channel we go, the voleanic cones 
of Blanch bay standing up like islands out of 
the sea. : 

At’ 10 we land more “ bullamacow” for 
Sapper at Watpi and then head for Herber*t- 
shéhe, where we arrive at 2, and my month’s 
cruise is over—976 specimens, new impres- 
sions, and new ideas of the work to be done 
here, and a charming and wonderful voyage.

Funeral Meats and Money. 

The next party carried the meats to be 
eaten by the ghosts of the departed. These 
were on trays of yellow wood, which rested 
at right anglesto the breasts of the officials 
who carried them. The latter belonged to 
the palace, and were clad in red silk gowns 
and black hats. Behind them came the 
Standard bearers, with the emperor's flags, 
which were beautifully «embroidered . with 
gold, and one body of men.carried gold poles. 
to which great silk balloons were attached. 
It Was at this point that a crowd of men 
high in the government, clad in white sheep- 
skins, began to scatter funeral money to the 
four winds of the heavens. Each of these 
had an armful of paper diske of the sige of a 
saucer, with a square hold inthe center. The 
men threw these disks high into the air, so 
that they fell down upon the procession like 
@ snowstorm, carpeting the roadway. A 
Chinese at my right told me that they repre- 
sented money, and another added that they 
were scattered also that they might delay 
the evil spirits which hover over every 
funeral procession working ill will to the 
corpse. According to the deeree of heaven, 
every such spirit has to crawl through a 
hole in anything which obstructs its way or 
he canriot go on. If the disks with the holes 
in them are many the spirits must crawl 
through one after the other, and the soul of 
the dead thus escapes. This throwing up of 
paper continued throughout the march, and 
at its close an army of street sweepers came 
and cleaned up the roadway. 


Enter the Dead Emperor. 

It was just following these paper throwers 
that the imperial hearse came. It was pre- 
ceded by the highest officials of the govern- 
ment and by the favorite horses of the em- 
peror, and aiso by his throne. The high offi- 
clals carried sticks of burning incense, and 
a sweet smoke rose over the procession and 
Alled the air with perfume. 

I shall never forget the scene as the coffin 
appeared. As it came into sight a silence 
that could be felt fell upon the crowd. Not 
a whisper was heard, not a motion was made. 
All bowed their heads, and the dead reigned 
supreme. The bier or hearse was a gorgeous 
canopy of the size and shape of an old four 
posted bedstead. It was of yellow silk, cov- 
ered with exquisite embroidery, and it shone 
like gold under the sun. It was carried upon 
long, heavy poles, supported by other poles, 
all tied together with ropes of yellow silk, 
and that in such a way that the weight was 
distributed over the shoulders of eighty men. 
The coffin was almost as big as the hearse. 
The bearers moved slowly, shifting their 
poles from one shoulder to the other at a 
signal from the leader. At the same time the 
officials kept waving their incense sticks 
and Kwang Su was carried to his vault amid 
clouds of perfume. 

Among the Imperial Tombs. 

The mausol¢a to be erected at the east- 
erm and western tombs will be grand beyond 
description. The plans are not accessible to 
foreigners and it is impossible to describe 
them. The western cemetery of this dynasty 
where the emperor ‘is buried was designed 
to be the last resting place of Tung Chih, his 
predecessor, who died in January, 1875. The 
astrologers and geomancers. however, de- 
cided that Tung Chih could not be buried 
there, but that with certain ceremonies he

MANY STATES AFFECTED. 


Track Laying Also Is Started in 
Sparsely Settled Districts to 
Be “Opened Up.” 


Extensions to the Union Pacific and South- 
ern Pacific railway systems aggregating ap- 
proximately 2,000 miles and involving a total 
expenditure in the neighborhood of $100,- 
000,000 are now in progress of construction 
under the direction of Julius Kruttschnitt, 

‘ @trector of maintenance and operation of the 
Harriman lines, upon whose shoulders the 
responsibility for the direct management of 
the system has rested for several years. 

These extensions mean development of new 
territory in almost every state through Which 
the roads run and radical ultimate changes 
in conditions in Mexico. They have been 
undertaken with the full realization that for 
some time they will not yield a return com- 
mensurate with investment tn other fields. 


New Lines in Many States. 

Of the extensions being constructed about 
G00 miles are in the territory of the Union 
Pacific, it was announced yestefday. This 
included fifty-three miles in Kansas, over 
eixty miles of branches in Colorado, north of 
Denver, 100 miles of doubie track on the 
main line through Nebraska, and 130 miles 
on the Des Chutes railroad, building from a 
connection with the Oregon Railroad and 
Navigation company at the mouth of the 
Des Chutes river to Redmond, in Crook 
county, Ore. 

One thousand men were put at work on 
this line on Sept. 11, and the force is to be in- 
creased to 2,000 men as rapidly as possible. 
On the’ Oregon and Washington rallroad, 
building from Portland north to Tacoma and 
Seattle. 230 miles, track laying has been 
started, and on the Oregon Short Line 109 
miles of extensions are being cempleted.

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| Manners Avoids Serious Side 


in Treating spocial Problem. 


Now that Mr. Manners has written or adapted so amusing a tale about the noble 
Jew knight and the ignoble Christian baronet and their sentimental offspring, we con- 
fess a desire to have him doff the cap and bells and give us his serious impressions of 
the relationship between the two races. In “The House Next Door” he takes us up 
to the edge of a most interesting situation—perhaps the most interesting that may be 
contrived in the circumstances—and there he eaves us with only our imagination to 
develop it té a conclusion. 

What happens after the precipitate transmogrification of the peevish Sir John 
Cottswold when he struts forth to make his peace with the despised Sir Isaac Jacob-. 
eon in the house next door? 

What happens after Cecil marries Esther and Adrian marries Ulricn? 

Does this wholesale amalgamation of the races resalt, suecessfully, and, 
why not? 

Do they get on amicably or do they encounter racial and ipeaperammental shoals 
that bring disasters’? 

What influence does such a union na on the general attitude of Jew toward 

gentile? « 

We should like to hear Mr. Manners’ ideas-on intermarriage—not that we think he 
jp much concerned or that he is a profound critic on that or other subjects but in a 
dilettanté fashion he is observant and tells his observations eracetnlty and with 

sprightliness. 

Let him give us a real conflict between a real Jew and a real gentile, between fine 
examples of both—not a doddering old unideaed bigot like Sir John Cottswold, and a 
flaccid, semi-servile puppet like Sir Isaac Jacobson. Let them have it out on equa! 
grounds with the arguments for and against, if there are any, in a stunning, “ big,” 
earnest scene. Mr. Manners might not make much money but he would get a iot 
ef good notices in the néwspapers. 

Criticism, if not speculation, of the theme is subtly disarmed py the author’ 8 dis- 
elaimer that he has anything to do in his play with problems.| His aim, he ‘says, 
through Mr. Dodson, is to make an entertainment. Incidentally he desires to present 
a favorable picture of the Jew—the Jew as, he is instead of the Jew as he is in the 
theater. So hé sets up a live idea and smears it with romance to reach his first end, 
and obsequiously creates an ultra-sympathetic character in bas relief to achieve his 
second. Sir Isaac's servile admiration for Sir John, a most unlovely and unpleasant 


if not, 


* old person—a spendthrift and a parasite—thoroughly discountenances that character. 


It is not a favorable picture of the Jew, to make him an admirer of a gentile who 
insults him while living on his bounty. There is no pride and no distinction in the 
timid Sir Isaac, though he knows better, for he tells his son that his life work has 
been for naught if that son goes outside-of his race to marry. The only human thing 
Sir Isaac does in the play is to buy and hold the numerous mortgages which incumber 
the Cottswold estate. He is not the big, aggressive, proud, and potent Jew which dis- 
tinguishes the race, but rather a small] type for whom it is not possible to have much 
intelligent sympathy. “ The House Next Door” is about as strong a plea for the 
Jew as Mr. Donnay’s anti-Semitic exploit, “Le Retour dé Jerusalem.” 

In the romantic element Mr. Manners goes the limit. Two fervid love affairs are 
presented between the Jew’s daughter and the gentile’s son and the gentile’s daughter 
and the Jew’s son. They meet in surreptitious courtship and become engaged and dis- 
engaged. Cecil Cottswold has not much of his father’s hollow haughtiness, for he 
gladly accepts £100 to sing at the home of his betrothed, though her father has paid 
for his musical education and regards the offer of the money as a bitter insult. 


- Notwithstanding his super-thriftiness, the young woman loves him, and they plan 


with the other couple to bolt parental authority and be wed in spite of the oppos- 
tion. It is all sentimental and effective, and there is quite a feeling of relief when 
in the last act, for no apparent reason, Sir John forgets his lifelong hatred of the 
Jews and proceeds theatrically next door to give his paternal sanction to the doubie 
affiliation of his aristocratic house with that of the low born Jacobsons: This gives 
peace to the impressionable, and others are at least amused, But Mr. Manner- 
might have been more in earnest with so serious a theme. It! is like a logarithm 
expressed in a limerick. 

With Mr. Dodson’s acting in the réle of Sir John Cottswold one should be patient 
and forbearing. It is not in the best modern style, to be sure, ani/he never forgets that | 
he is playing a part, not representing a character, but he isgsmooth and tricky and e!- 
ficacious in his way. There are a lot of otherwise intelligent people who think that t>/ 
pause and pose before an exit, to adjust overcoat and put one’s hat on with a gran 
flourish, and go through a door as if it were the gates of eternity id fine acting, and n° 
amount of argument will convince them otherwise. They see the real thing every day, 
perhaps, and they want it different in the theater.’ Mr. Dodson \certainly gives it te 
them—the soaring voice, the twitching finger, the trembling lip, the lifted. eye, the 
solicitous attitude in general, all are there. It is graceful, fluid, measured theatrical- 
ism, however, and the acting is as accurate as Mr. Manners’ drawing of the character.

Stage Director’ s Idea of Action. 

What is to be done about our stage managers, the geniuses who direct scene 
movement, .and speech on the stage? | 

Here in “The House Next Door” we have examples of incompetency. Two 
young women are talking interestedly in the first act. Nothing perturbing is discussed 
—but they conduct themselves like excited jacks-in-boxes. They sit for an instant. 
then stand for an instant, then flutter around for a while, and always in a state of 
physical agitation. This is not the fault of Miss Temple and Miss Marinoff, as may 
be suspected, but of a conventional stage director who thinks he is making action. He 
doesn’t’ permit even the furniture to be natural. 
table has two chairs beside it, rigidly facing the audience, and.a divan in the middle, 
with its back to an active fireplace. The responsible executive should pay a visit 
to the bride’s dream of home of Mr. Smyth or the furnished cottage of Mr. Revell to 
see how such things are done. 

With all this disagreement with Mr. Manners, Mr. Dodson, and their stage man- 
ager, we are bound to’ say that we were comfortable at the performance of “ Tha 
House Next Door.” In the unforgotten words of a whilom contemporary, “It is not 
very good, but we like it.” We have seen it twice and we may seé it again. 

From Paris is to be expected the well polished, snugly dovetailed drama, full :f 
artifice to sweep an audience inta mental oblivion as to the probability of the inci- 
dents depicted. 

So when Mr. Savage announced a version of “La Femme X.” by Alexandre 
Bisson, a Parisian triumph, a clever, foxy, subtly made melodrama was anticipated. 
Its American production at the Chicago opera house proved it) to be nearly every- 
thing but that. An appealing situation is presented—a son defending his mother 
from an accusation of murder, and not knowing that she is hig mother, has a fine, 
melodramatic clutch to it. Some concéssions hafe to be made to the rights of coiu- 
. fidence traditionally belonging to melodrama, and these are not abused in “ Madame 
X.” But with the scheme of development one may quarrel. 

It has the weakening fault of a too complete preliminary verbal exposition of 
its dénouement—that is to say that the striking final act is refiex in action—too 
much of it has been told before. The whole piece, in fact, suffers because it lacks 
the swift, incisive stroke of effective melodrama.. It is more like a novel than a play. 

She who cares to weep in the theater will find a rare holiday, however, at the

tuire—the erring, but repentant wife, thrust away from the bedside of her sick 
child by an unforgiving husband, who feels a not unnatural resentment at having 
discovered her in the arms of* another man. An intelligent drop curtain would in- 
terfere then with the theatrical forensics of an old friend of the family, who drags 
in a deplorable anti-climax; but the story jumps with enough agility across a lapse 
of twenty years to the scene of the wife’s degradation, where she is amorously in- 
volved with a cheap adventurer. Ether fiends are unusual, we believe, even in 
melodrama, so credit must be given Mr. Bisson for an uncommon character. Under 
the visible ‘influence of this drug and the presumed influence of motherhood she mur- 
ders her lover to prevent him exposing her identity and disgracing her child. Al! 
of which is preparation for the spectacular incident of the tria] in the last act. 

Here is melodramatic proof that a woman may-be unfaithful as to her mar- 
riage vows, and shameless in other ways, but still remain noble Despite the in- 
sistence of the court and her counsel she declines to tell who she is-or why she 
committed the crime. Only the impassioned fervor of her son’g eloquence ‘wins her 
an acquittal, and she dies in the final scene, making an arbitrary but. unanswerable 
¢ermination to the tale. : 

As a picture of sodden womanhood, revealing the finer instincts of other days, 
Miss Dorothy. Donnelley is more than photographic. There is an absence of the melov- 
dramatic gasp and gurgle with which such roles ate commonly interpreted, and the 
underlying nobility of character is vividly indicated without an obvious subterfuge. 
William Elliott, an actor from whom unusual achievements are expected from pre-

Park Concerts Furnish Music 


for City’s Toiling Thousands. 
By Eric De La Marter. 


There is a whole system of concerts in this city about which no one ever hears 
word. These concerts are never reviewed, even though the best artists of this city 
are concerned in their giving. Large houses greet every program. The appreciation 
is keen, the response is hearty. and intelilgent. Te these concerts come people from 
all parts of the city, and they stay through. 2 

If one were to make a pilgrimage to any number of this series he would find 
himself in a most unusual atmosphere. To begin @ith the first startling fact, he 
notes that there is absolute silence throughout the performance of every number, He 
notes that the audieuce takes no thought of; hat or gown. He notes jhat 
such a function as as polite, perfunctory applause is an unknown conven- 
tion. He notes, finally,“that good work is thoroughly greeted and finally that there 
are few things on the program that are below the severest standards of the most 
pretentious concert public. 

fe owe is this ultimate perfection?’ O, no, it isn’t that at all. The whole 
thing. Comes to pass in Chicago any Saturday night in March at the hall.in Seward 
pork, or at any one of the west side municipal halls in any one of the city’s breath 
ing places almost any Saturday night. These concerts are given throughout the win- 
ter, and the givers of the concerts are among the best musicians in this*city, 

Several years ago there came to Chicago a young man who had definite ideas 
as to what constitutes the people’s right to an artistic inheritance. He was a master 
mathematician who owned a degree; he was also an amateur. pianist of no. incon- 
siderable proficiency. But he thought that the ancient’ Greeks had the correct idea 
of society’s obligation to all the state, the correct idea of a civic duty in art as in 
taxes. Call it socialism if it must be dubbed something; his energy spent itself not 
in theory. 

He fathered a concert scheme. He persuaded artists of standing, and some of 
them were so persuaded that their dignity would not suffer if one recital were jgiven 
without an eye toward the gate receipts. He did more; he gave good recitals himself 
even after a long, arduous day’s work on mathematical ‘theses of metaphysical ab-| 
struseness. He arranged for chamber music concerts, and the string quartet that 
played gave no words-of-one-syllable programs, be it noted. 

And to all these things that frighten the downtown impresario big audiences 
came; they not only came once, they came regularly, and they remained till the last 
note was played. Then—this is not a fantasy on the millennium audience—they waited 
around in the hall to tell these artists of more than national reputation how much’ 
their work was appreciated. ) 

They came from al: parts of the city excepting only one. They did not come 
from the dtrection of detached mansions and acre lawns. Some of them traveled a 
long distance. One anecdote, affirmed to be the truth, shows the appreciation of these 
audiences, 

There was a concert given at thé extreme southern end of the small park sys 
tem. After the program it was announced that the next number of the series would 
be offered at one of the northwest halls. Now, one of the most interested of that 
audience was a middle aged man who wore a teamster’s badge. 

He had listened intently, had applauded heartily, but with discrimination. The 
next week he was present at the other park, Some one interested asked him how he 
came to be in that audience, too. The answer was simple in the extreme; he had 
enjoyed the program before; he had little time to spend in the downtown halls and 
less money, so after his day’s work he“had walked up from the south side. and, satis- 
fied, was about to walk back. | 

To him there was. nothing astonishing about the affair. He had heard much 
good music in his home land (never mind thé geography) and his sou] longed for it 
here in the alien countsy. This was his only chance, and the way was his only way. 
It was entirely simple. 

A twenty-four mile walk for a chamber: music concert, and considered well worth 
while. . 

Nor was this one episode the only unusual sidelight on the feeling of the regular 
and irregular audience. 
of prominence, who at the last moment sent an excellent excuse. The date was set 
and the audience sure,’ At his wits’ end,’ he made up a program for himsif and 
stepped into the breach. 

The first part was unexceptional In sd for as surprises were concerned, but the 
second half was composed.of adaptations, of folksongs.from_rarieus quarters of pic: 
turesque Europe. He began in appreciative silence, when he was aware that singers 
net on the ordered program were being heard. At first he decided his ears were 
deceiving him. But the undertone continued, and continned moet mélodiously. 

And before he had made up his mind how to deal with this strange manifesta- 
tion the undertone had swelled to a full voiced chorus.

Give Evidence of the European Love of Music. 


It was the call of the fatherland across the deeps. His audience had been sung 
to sleep as children by these croons; to their tunes had unrolled the panorama of 
youth in the old country. The lilt of these well-nigh forgotten melodies set thé 
matter-of-fact life of present-day Chicago, with all its unloveliness, with all its ma- 
terial comfort, and its longed-for personal liberty,*into a haze of forgetfulness, and 
substituted the vista of memory. 

That concert ended in a tear-climmed silence. 

The man through whose agency came the scheme and its success has little regard © 
for the material considerations of the cause. 

“ Really,” he says, “the city should do for every member of society just what 
we are trying to do for as many as we can. Instead of squandering money on léss 
noble things of more or less problematical benefit, there should be arranged a good 
list of concerts for the small parks every winter. In the summertime we have the 
bands in many of the open spaces, 

“That is a good thing. But # is not enough. The people cannot spare enough 
of the very necessities of life to purchase high priced seats to the downtown con- 
certs. Therefore the ‘state ’—by which I mean the city—should arrange for them 

“The old Greeks held such a high conception of the value of art that attendance ° 
was considered a civic duty at all times and in all places.” 

Nor have the concerts been nursery concoctions. Mr. Lutkin and his excellent a 
cappella choir have given a regular series, under these auspices; Heniot Levy, the 
well known pianist, heard many times in Chicago every season, has appeared for the 
mathematician and his flock; several singers of reputation have met the audiences 
with a volley of Brahms and Strauss. The appreciation is there: the audiences afe 
there to listen, and they stay throughout. 

There ig no|' money with which to attract musicians, and let it weigh heavily in 
the favor of the fraternity that so many good artists have gladly given of their time 
to make a success of the scheme. For in this one case of unselfish interest is there 
a great kindness so far removed from the sphere of the ordinary philanthropist that 
the theory of socialism in art seems to be an actuality rather than a creed of the 


mental shadowland.

STREET REPAIRING. 

It is said that among the “ important 
matters” to be considered by the city 
council, which resumes its sessiong tomor- 
row, will be the development of a plan 
by which the $450,000 received annually 
from the wheel tax may be spent to the’ 
best advantage. This is properly classed 
among the “important matters.” There 
is nothing in which property owners who 
pay millions of dollars annually in special 
assessments for the constrnction of pave- 
ments are more interested than in their 
conservation. The wheel tax to provide 
money for street’ repairs was authorized 
for their benefit and that! of those who 
pay it. Both have a right to demand re 
sults. | 

There are many streets) which are ‘n 
great need of repairs. This is true not 
only of some leading thoroughfares in 
Hyde Park, of whose wretched condition 
special complaint has been) made, but of 
streets in every other section of the city. 
The legality of the wheel tax is now un- 
disputed. If there be) vigilance in its col- 


celebration. 


lection it will provide a large and increas- 


ing revenue. All that remains is to use 
it so as to secure the best results. 

Manifestly the first thing in order is to 
keep a close watch on the condition of 
the pavements, so that. the moment a 
weak spot shows itself repairs may be 
made. This would be acting on the rule 
that a stitch in time saves nine. The 
usual policy has been to neglect sma!! 
defects in a pavement until they had de- 
veloped into extensive ones, thus addinz 
greatly to the cost of repair, when if 
ever repairing was attempted with a 
small outlay for pavement imspection and 
by making immediate| repairs the wheel 
tax proceeds would do twice the goo 
they would if a slower and wasteful poli- 
cy were pursued. Then property ownets 
would no longer be outraged by the sight 
of expensive pavements lasting but a 
comparatively brief time because of the 
lack of, thé stitch in time.

This ig the state of affairs which has 
moved some Cincinnati women to write 
to President Taft. That city alone has 
a record |of 2,700 trnant fathers in eleven 
months. | Perhaps Chicago would make 
an even worse showing if a thorough cen- 
sus were taken. Every other city, large 
or small, could furnish its quota. There- 
fore the Cincinnati women ask for a fed- 
eral law| that will protect mothers and 
children and eompel truant fathers to help 
support them. 

The evil is great and a sympathetic 
man like|President Taft must deplore its 
existence, but the national government 
can do nothing. Its jurisdiction does not 
extend to runaway husbands. Whatever 
can be done to reclaim them must be done 
by state agencies, The Cincinnati women 
will aecoinplish more by persuading the 
Olio autiiorities te be more zealous in the 
pursuit, arrest, and ‘extradition of men 
who are guilty of the crime of deserting 
and failing to support their-families than 
by appealing to the president.

sometimes has been described, and *%as often 
denounced, as “the power behind the throne,”’

Previous to his accession the king frequented 
clubs ahd went about much more freely in 
society than today. He was in much more 
intimate and closer touch with the people at 
large, and his friends enjoyed relatively free 
speech with him as prince, whereas things 
are different. now that he is king. The only 
person through whom he remains at all in 
contact |with that vox populi which does not 
find its expression in the press, is Lord Esher 
who is par excellence in England, the king's 
man, is the personal representative of his 
views, and is, in a word, his factotum.

There is a good déal that goes under the 
name of religion that one ought tobe. 
ashamed not to disown; there are types of 
piety that are but confessions of, poverty of 
intellect, and there are forms of faith that 
are only evidences of cowardly and super- 
stitious fear. ' Wherever religion means be- 
ing less a man, means dwarfing, shrinking. 
the life, then one dare not acknowledge alle- 
giance to it. : 

But there are so many imitations, 80 many 
pretensions of religion simply beeause the 
thing itself is s0 eagsential to the life of man. 
So far from the religious life being one of 
leseer living, so far from religion signifying 
the sacrifice of powers, the denying of rea- 


that no life can be in any sense complete 
without its spirit and power. | 

If there is one thing of which a man might 
well be ashamed it fs the loss of the spirit 
and ideals of religion in his life. Those char- 
acteristics which mark the trained, devel- 
oped, ordered, educated life are the attri- 
butes of religion. There is: no fullness of 
life, no mastery of the spirit, no conquest of 
the art of living without this. 

No man. can be a gentleman by the process 
of memorizing books ‘of etiquette any more 
than he can find fullness of health by reading 
books on medicine and hygiene. The life of 
courtesy and the life of vigor and health 
have their’ hidden sources. Every ‘life that 
realizes fullnees and beauty has its hidden 
sources in the religious spirit. This is the 
power and secret of the perfect life. 

The world is full of half-developed lives; 
men and women who are competent in spots, 
as strong in some things as they are weak 
in others, brilliant as to-some of their ways 
and walking in darkness as to others; the 
man of affairs loses vision, the philosopher 
loses practical sense, the scientist becomes 
ah animated, soulless scalpel, and all for the 
want of an aim that would preserve balance 
and harmony in the life. . 

A man can so give his hand to business in 
that he becomes nothing but a hand; another 
can give his mind to intellectual problems so 
that he becomes only a brain carried around 
on stilts, while yet another becomes a stom- 
ach and no more. But religion gives to all lives 
the spirit and afm that apportions to every 
part its true function, subduing all to a 
purpose great enough to enlist all the pow- 
ers and to bring them to harmonious fullness. 

Religion means living life for the sake of 
life itself; it means finding a sufficient motive 
in living. It is the point of view and the 
spirit in life that sets things in right rela- 
tions, helps one to find true values and to 
know the things that are worth living for, to 
set the tools of life and the products of life 
in right relations. . 

Who is sufficient for living without this 
spirit? He who lives the right life knows that 
he has struck time and tune with the eternal 
laws of the universe; he who lives for love

finds the real law of life. Seeking the good 
we find the infinite goodness; the life and 
love that are the heart of all become a cer- 
tainty: to all of those who follow the light 
they have, who do the will of love.

This 
is the faith we need to nourish, faith in the 
righteousness of the universe, faith in good- 
ness, truth, honor, and right as over and 
against lust and meanness, falsehood, and 
cowardice.

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It is a celebration apt to cause some sur- 
prise abroad. For, although Sweden always 
has been regarded in the United States as 
far more liberal, tolerant, and enlightened in 
her methods of government than Russia, 
yet the event.over which the Finns are re- 
joicing today is their emancipation from the 
tyrannic rule of the Vasa kings and the trans- 
fer of their allegiance to the more benign 
soverelgnty of the czar’s, who restored to 
them for the first time their national exist- 
ence, of which they had to all intents and 
purposes been deprived by the Swedes, and 
who have endowed them with what is today 
the most democratic form of home rule in 
the world, since the representative assembly, 
elected by all.the adults in the country, male 
and female, the proportional system, in- 
cludes, as I have mentioned above, near a 
a hundred women among its 200 members. 

Finland ‘octasionally, since the accession 
to the throne of Nicholas IL, has been por- 
trayed in foreign newspapers as a victim of 
Muscovite despotism and as having been 
robbed by the emperor of its autonomy de- 
spite the oath he took on his accession to 
observe the terms of the constitution of the 
grand duchy. Yet the fact that Finland 
should possess a legislature of the extremely 
democratic and advanced type described 
above, by virtue of an imperial ukase issued 
on Nov. 4, 1005, by Nicholas, providing for 
the reform of the diet on its present lines, 
should suffice to relieve him of any such mis- 
representation. 

The latter seems to have arisen in con 
nection with another edict, promulgated six 
yearg previously—namely: on Feb. 15, 1899, 
in which the emperor reserved to himself the 
ultimate decision as to what laws came with- 
in the scope of the general legislation of the 
empire. In a word, he declared that it was 
for the crown to determine which laws were 
imperial and which merely local. 


oe 


When Mr. Gladstone framed his Irish home 
rule bill he asked the Russian governmegt 
for a statement as to the constitution of 
Finland, and it is worth while noting that 
he did not inchide in his bill many of the 
privileges which Finland enjoys today. Nor 
would have dreamed of conceding to any 
home rule parliamentlin Dublin the right of 
final decision as to what laws were local 
and what were imperial. This right of de- 
termining what constituted tmperia] affairs 
had been exercised by all the predecessors of 
Nicholas on the throne of Russia. Even 
Alexander IJ., when he took away from the 
grand duchy part of the province of Viborg 
in 1864, did it without consulting the diet at 
Heisingfors In his ukase of 1899 the em- 
peror merely retterated this right, put made 
provision therein for taking the opinion of 
the authorities of the grand duchy—namely: 
the senate and the diet. That is to say, ac- 
cording to thé decree of 1899, if any new im- 
perial law of thé Russian government ap- 
plicable to the entire empire entails mod- 
ification of the existing laws of Finland thé 
senate at Helsingfore must be consulted and 
the law in question submitted to the diet for 
its opinion. 

It is added that the law will not be promu}- 
gated. by the crown “ until after the opinion 
uf €3e governor general of Finland. of the 
minister, secretary of the grand duchy of 
Finland and the imperial senate of Finland, 
and in.certain cases of the diet of Finland 
has been ascertained and examined by the 
council of the empire.” 

The only imperial law to which the Finns 
could possibly have taken any exception 
was that called into existence eight or nine 
years ago, which increased the military 
burdens of the grand duchy. Up to that 
time only 9.6 per cent of Finns lable for 
military service actualy served with the 
colors, whereas in all the remaining portions 
of the Russian empire the percentage is 36.

The czar placed for the first time Finland 
on the same footing as the rest of his do- 
minions in this matter. But it was ar- 
ranged, in order to avoid any sudden changes 
that might appear unduly hard to the Finns, 
that the innovation should) be spread over 
ten or fifteen years, and that the increase 
of the Finnish contingent should only be 
gradual; namely, at the rate of about 500 
men per annum. This law affecting the ap- 
portionment of Finland’s share in the mili- 
tary defenses of the empire was @uly sub- 
mitted by the imperial government to the 
authorities of the grand duchy, as pr ed 
by the ukase of February, 1899, “for their 
opinion.”’ 

The governor general of the grand duchy 
was so anxious to obtain the approval of the

O question is more often heard when reincarna- 
tion is spoken of than: “If 1 were here he- 
fore, why do I not remember it?”

when we shrink . back with strong repulsion from another stranger, 
memory is there, the spirit’s recognition of an ancient foe. 

These affinities, these warnings, come from the undying spiritual 
intelligence which is ourself; we remember, though working in the 
brain a cannot impress on it our memory. The mind-body, the brain, 


are new; the spirit furnishes the mind with the results of the past, 
not with the memory of its events. As a merchant, closing the year’s 
ledger and opening a new one, does not enter in the new one al!

WELL known art expert, who has 

spent the summer in European 

art galleries, returns profoundly 

discontented with the weather and

HE agitation of ** women’s righcs "’ 
partakes of the nature of an epi- 
demic. It has its periods of fever 
and chills the same as other socio- 
logical distempers.

1860 to 1865 many women of the northwes- 
ern states, led by Lucy Stone, Mrs. Stan- 
tom Susan B. Anthony, and Anna Dickin- 
son, organized, held massmeetings, and be- 
lieved themselves—and they were to a de- 
gree—potent factors in the Lirugute to sup- 
press the rebellion, destroy the rum traffic, 
and abolish “ female servitude.” 
~— 

After the close or tne war a decided lull 
in the exertions of the propaganda fol- 
lowed. The people were too intent upon 
their material rehabilitation to pay atten- 
tion to hobbies. But in 1870 interest was re- 
awakened, the progress of the movement 
taking a westward direction. Some time 
during that winter I attended a convention 
at Farwell hall, presided over by Mrs. Fer- 
nando Jones. The delegates, mostly hail- 
ing from the northwest, numbered about 
forty, I should judge, though some present 
may not have been delegates.

For a good many years 
Margaret Deland had been writing fiction 
highly prized by the few when she employed 
the same fine. analytical, Nluminative art in 
“The Awakening of Helena Richie,” and

That play wes not favorably re- 
ceived on its tria}) tour, and the night before 
ite New York production Miss Anglin, to be 
prepared for a failure, definitely closed nego- 
tiations for the Deland novel. She had it 
dramatized, tried it in one or two cities, and 
then sailed for a tour of Australia. 

To quite appreciate the significance of Mar- 
garet Anglin's reéniry into New York it is 
necessary to glance over the three years of 
her absence. She went away a popular and 
successful actress; she returned to face that 
most trying of tributes—the tacit acceptance 
of her as ranking among the greatest 
actresses of the period. She came back free 
from manageria! restraint, but also from all 
guidance and aid—taking upon herself the 
‘financial and artistic burden of a big produc- 
tion. Furthermore, she returned in the glow 
‘of foneign acclaim, won by no easy means, 
but in the most exacting roles of classic 
drama. And she achieved a triumph—a 
greater triumph than was hers on the mem- 
orable “first night’’ of ‘‘ Mrs. Dane's De- 
fense,’’’ because then she had the benefit of 


- taking her audience by surprise, while now 


she faced an assemblage expecting so much 
that fulAllment seemed well nigh impossible.

Charlotte Thompson made the dramatiza- 
tion of *‘ Helena Richie,’’ but it se _kely 
Miss Anglin largely guided the work, as Olga 
Nethersole did in the play for her from 
“Sappho” and Mrs. Fiske in ‘ Becky 
Sharp.” In any case, it is a far better play 
than usually results from a novel, and that 
because of wise selection, ,The dramat:st has 
left out entirely some points in Mrs. Deland's 
several hundred pages, and, notably in the 
case of Benjamin Wright, has whittled down 
some characters to mere bits. The play con- 
eerns itself directiy and simply with the story 
of Helena Richie and Lioyd Pryor and of 
little David. 

In the first act we see Mrs. Richie's secluded 
life in Old Chester; her relation to the man 
who pretends to be her brother; her repulsion 
of the infatuated young poet; and her first 
meeting with the homeless orphan... In the 
second she has received word ihat her worth- 
less, crue] husband has at last died in Paris, 
Jeaving her free to become Lloyd's wife. The 
climax is the most awkward scene of the 
play, commingling the suicide of the rejected 
poet, the receipt of Lioyd’s letter refusing to 
marry Helena, and the first inkling to staid 
Old, Chester of her true position in such a 
way as to be confused and ineffective. 

But the third act more than makes up for 
the falling off. It would be difficult to sep- 


@rate the acting from the substance of the 


‘play; and it would’ be hard to say just how 
much both gain by the beauty. the perfection 
ef detail of the production. The act is 
Helena’s meeting with Lioyd—her demand 
that he marry her, his profeseed willingness 
to do so. and finally his subterfuge of saying 
she must give up the boy David if she does go.

‘cares less. The national commission could 
conduct and contro] all ante and post sea- 
gon series and pay all the expenses it incurs 
in such contests for less than 10 per cent. 
At present the income from the world's series 
is paying part of the expense of maintain- 


- ing the commission as a governing body for 


the entire fleki of organized baseball. That 
expense should fall as nearly equally as pos- 
sible upon all who enjoy the protection of or- 
ganized baseball. If the world’s and other 
interleague series were assessed only enough 
to cover the expenses entailed by them and 
the running expenses of the commission itself 
could be assessed equally upon all.who carry 
their disputes to that body for settlement, 
whether in class D leagues or majors, there 
would be greater fairness in that method of 
taxation than in the present one.

Conditions to Liking. 


The conditions at} Columbus were exactly 
to her liking. The track was like a billiard 
table, there were but five starters, and tne 
Hittle mare stepped the necessary two neats 
in 2:06%, 2:07%, after Jack McKerron had 
won the opener in 2:07% by reason of Margin 
making a break-on the first turn. But while 
the race detracts nothing from the position 
of Margin as a high class trotter, it moves 
Penisa Maid up several notches, as although 
she won a $10.000 purse at Syracuse in 2:06%, 
2:07%, 2:07. there was nothing ofthe class 
of Margin in the field behind her. 

When it comes to pure speed there is not 
a trotter in training aside from Mamburg 
Belle and Uhlan that hasanything on Penisa 
Maid, an@ while it perhaps is true that at 
Detroit and Kalamazoo she would have made 
a somewhat better showing in the hands of 
a professional reingaman, she has at all times 
demonstrated that with everything equal 
none of the horses in the big stakes could give 
her anything and win. When the Maid and 
her owner entered the grand circuit at Terre 
Haute last Julyeand trimmed a field which 
included Marie N. (at that time reckoned the 
best slow class trotter in sight), it was evi- 
dent the mare posseseed in a high degree two 
of the indispensable requisites of a high 
class racehorse—two minute speed and per- 
fect manners. As to the first feature, I timed 
her a quarter at Detro!t in :28%, and when 
ft comes to sticking to the trot the Maid 
practically does not know any other galt. 


Schutt Likes the Game. 


But the fields at Detroit and Kalamazoo 
were not exactly to her liking owing prin- 
cfipally to the fact that her owner, Mr. Schutt, 
who is in the sport for pure love of it, nat- 
urally was not equal in skill to the dozen or 
so professional reinsmen who opposed him. 
and when pitted against a band of crack 
trotters, of which Margin was the chief, it 
was impossible to make a lot of use of the 
mare in th® early part of her miles and then 
have enough left to win with. When Penisa 
Maid met Douglass, another whirlwind trot- 
ter, a little farther down the line she had 
Gus Macey for: pilot and was second, but 
not up to beating the gray stallion, whosé 
colors never were lowered until he met The 
Harvester at: Hartford. At: Buffalo the 
Maid won from a good fieN, at Syracuse she 
was first in the $10,000 Empire State purse, 
and now she has repeated under conditions 
which stamp her as a real crack. 

It’ is not to be inferred that Mr. Schutt isa 
poor driver, for he is not, but he is an ama- 
teur and does not rate himself with Geers, 
McDonald, and some’of the other men he 
has been battling with all summer. He is 
@ modest man and onejof the sort who make 
the trotting turf what it is today, an institu- 
tion dominated by pure sportsmanship and 
in no way commercialized. 


Selects Penisa Maid. 


He selected Penisa| Maid Jast year when 
her record was 2:19% as a trotter worthy to 
race with the best.. He bought her, trained 
her, named her in every big race this season 
to which she was eligible, and did his own 
driving—all because he loved the sport—just 
as Lasell, Dodge, Farley, and other men of 
means who campaign on the grand circuit 
are doing every year,| while other citizens 
of like circumstances and tastes, but who’ 
are not up to the driving of 4 race, own the 
other horses taking part in those races and 
in the contests on other trotting tracks, of 
which there now are more than 1,500 in this 
country. 

When it comes*to money winning in the 
grand circuit “ Lon"! McDonald probably ’ 
will stand at the head by reason of the vic- 
tories of Margin and Douglass. The first 
named has won three $10,000 purses, one of 
$5,000, and got third money in the $10,000 
affair at Columbus that went to Peniga Maid, 
while Douglass has taken down one $10,000 
purse and several lesser ones. 


It is a pity that Time Onward, sire of | 


Margin, has been lost sight of, as his serv- 
ices would be in demand could he be located. 
But last spring the old horse, dubbed a fall- 
ure, wag sent to a Lexington vendue and 
changed owners at $90. It is a remarkable 
fact that two such sensational trotters of 
one season as Margin and Pénisa Maid should 
have for their sires-stallfons that never got 
anything else worth while.

' Entries Close Friday.

Johnson-Ketchel Fight May Find 
Place in Fistic Annals. 


NEW RULES BY CAL HARRIS. 


Local Man Says Set Covers More Points 
than Existing Codes.

With nothing big in the way of a battle to 
look ahead to in the next week or two, the 
pugilistic fans will content themselves with 
discussing pro and con the probable outcome 
of the heavyweight championship contest on 
Oct. 12, in which Jack Johnson and Stanley 
Ketchel are scheduled to be the prime mov- 
ers. 

This battle, which may go down in history 
as one of the greatest, will take placdin San 
Francisco and is scheduled for twenty 
rounds in the arena presided over by James 
Coffroth. The reason why it should occupy 
such 4 place in fistic annals is simply told in 
the fact that two champions are to be the 
contendérs. If Ketchel wins he will be the 
holder of two titles, the heavyweight and 
the middleweight. If Johnson wins the negro 
will still hold the crown emblematic of his 
superiority over all the other heavies, whilee 
Ketchel still will hold the middleweight 
championship. 

It is to be seen that Ketchel has every- 
thing to gain and not a great deal to lose. 
Johnson has everything to lose should he be 
defeated and the ignominy that would come 
through defeat by a smaller man. ; 


Johnson Big Favorite. 
But it is in the fact that a little man is 


taches itself in the fight next month. To 
dope out this twenty round tilt is difficult 
simply for this reason and the prize, ring 
adage: ‘‘ A good big man always can lick a 
good little man’ seems to stick out most 
prominently. Just how strong is this adage 
with the fight clan‘is demonstrated by the 
advance betting which has made Johnson 
favorite at odds of2tol. Topheavy, if any- 
thing ever was topheavy, these odds appear. 

The makers of these odds figure on many 
things. They figure that Johnson is big 
enough and clever enough to go twenty 
rounds, stalling when necessary to get the 
verdict, The only way they give the white 
man a chance is by the knockout route and 
that they do not look for anything like this 
is shown by .that same 2 to 1 quotation. 

Both men are in California and turning 
training tricks to be ready for the combat. 
It is one safe bet that both will be in con- 
dition for the fray which means much to 
both. 


Old Rules Are Incomplete. 


In spite of the fact that many sets of prige 
ring rules have been drafted, the Marquis of 
Queensberry regulations which came into 
being when the game practically was in its 
infancy have been adhered to in all parts of 
the- world in which ring encounters have 
been held. Efforts have been made to révise 
the rules laid down by the English marquis. 
Tt is claimed by many of the more modern 
rule makers that rhany points were over- 
looked and important ones, and according to 
the present way of milling in this country 
revision was considered a good move and 
one that was needed. 

The London prize ring code was drafted 
in an effort to cover more points than the 
Queensberry and since that time there have 
been other sets, which have not been gen- 
erally accepted. In an effort to cover more 
thor ly the many things that come up 
in pagilism Cal Harris, a local man, has draft- 
ed the following set of rules which he believes 
provide for more points than the codes which 
previously were in existence:

Money has 
been at 8@3%% per cent, and, to quote Mr. For- 
gan, “at 8% per cent a bank cannot lend 
money and make a dollar of profit.”’ 

With the opening up of business borrowers 
come into the market again. As a@ result the 
rate of interest on loans increases. A marked 
increase in this rate is looked for next month. 

Mr. Hughes of Curtis & Sanger, one of the 
largest and oldest commercial paper houses 
in the country, explained the situation as 
follows: 

“When business falls off for any reason, 


’ the manufacturér cuts down his output. As 


a result, he does not need so much money 
to carry on his business. A long period of 
financial depression means that manufactur- 
ers who are big borrowers when times are 


prosperous curtail their business until they | 


are working within their capital. The result 
is ‘cheap money,’ a condition which ex‘sts 
at present. Now business has already great- 
ly revived, and the prospects for the coming: 
year are that it will be record breaking, but 
through long curtailment the manufacturers 
do not yet feel the need of borrowing money.

66 F I had to do it over again, I would 

learn a trade. I woyld learn anything 

at all so long as I could label myself 

a workman of some kind, so long as 

I could state with assurance that { can 

do this or that. The man without a trade is 

today handicapped from start to finish. He 

is not even given a hearing willingly. It is 

taken for granted that itis not worth while 
to waste time !istening to him.” 


The young man who made these remarks 
had been in Chicago two months looking for 
work. He was fairly well educated, having 
Graduated from high school. But he had no 
trade. He was so situated at home that he 
could put !n his time auite usefully by helping 
his father “look after things.” Then a sudden 
change of fortune made it necessary for him 
to earn his own living in Chicago; and he 
found eal] doors locked against him. 

“First of all,”’ he continued, “I don’t 
know what to look for. I would hardly look 
for m&nual labor in the street or factory. I 
would, however, take any sort of a job in an 
Office... And itis here the difficulty arises. I 
am not given a hearing. ‘ What ¢an you do?’ 
‘What have you done?’ These are the ques- 
tions which pour down upon you in quick suc- 
cegsion, and if you don’t give a satisfactory 
@nswer it is all up with you. The man who 
has charge of hiring employés usually will 
not waste another minute of his time. They 
will not Misten to you unless you come with 
something definite, whether it be with a 
statement that you are a bookkeeper or sim- 
ply an office boy.’’

Education Not Universal Remedy. 

Bducation may be heipful anywhere, but m 
the case of the man without a trade it is

Good Men Often Lost. 

“YT know, of course, that we may be over~ 
looking many a good man, just the sort that 
we are searching for,” said a man who han- 
dies the employment office for a large cor- 
poration. “ But what are we to do about 
it? We cannot take every Tom, Dick; and 
Harry and give him a job, and train him for 
that particular place ig the hope that he 
might turn out to be @ valuable employé. 
We have to have some standard to go by. 
And our system is to judge more or less 
by what the man has done in the past. Occa- 
sionally, of course, we make an exception. 

The occupations which many of the men 
of education. but without trades, follow tem- 
porarily in order to. keep above water until 
they find the work which they. are looking 
for, vary. Most of them watch the adver- 
tisements in the newspapers and take up 
those jobs which fall under the heads of 
agents, solicitors, and canvazsers. These are 
not steady jobs, however, and are mostly 
on the commission basis. But little as they 
make b~ this work they make enough to 
keep from starvation until other and better 
openings show up. 

“This experience of looking for something 
without knowing what you are looking for, 
which is the precise description of the ad- 
ventures of the man without a trade,” said 
a business man who himself began life in 
that way. “‘ is demoralizing in the beginning. 
In thé end, however, it is valuable training. 
It may take a few months and sometimes a 
few years for the knocks and bruises which 
you have received in your search for ‘a 
chance’ to heal up. You may be afraid of 
your shadow for months after you have 
found a job. You may not believe in your 
own ability long after others are convinced 
of it. simply because you have been intimi- 
dated by the trials and troubles you went 
through previously to getting a job. In the 
end, however, you will be the gainer by these 
experiences. The knocks you have received 
will be to your advantage. ‘They will make 
you more keen and cautious. Where others 
who have had no such experiences would 
eet rashly and get into trouble you will

Splendid Method Not to Follow. 


There was no drop desk, the ollcloth cover 
had been mislaid, and the office girl, who was 
asked to do stenographic work only at long 
intervals, was either too timid or too careless 
to inquire for the cover, which; by the way, 
was later discovered under a heap of news- 
papers. She allowed the machine to stand in 
the dust ‘before an open window, whers soct 
and smoke were plentiful And one stormy 
night when the janitor left the window open 
gusts of rain dashed in, giving the typewriter 
& thorough bath. The sun didn't shine at 
that window for days and the damp was 
énough to make wood rust. 

Yet no one paid any attention to the type- 
writer, for the boss was absent in the after- 
noon and busy in the morning. Besides the 
janitor who sprinkled the floor in the even- 
ing wasn’t particular where the drops set- 
tled, and often a few encountered the type- 
writer in their descent. At noon the errand 
boy would eat hie lunch in its vicinity, some- 
times munching with one hand white he prac- 
ticed on it with the other. The next time the 
machine was used it would not work and the 
boss came near to profanity. 

Any one who will examine the mechanism 
of his typewriter and note its construction 
can often do simple repairing at home and 
save expenses. A halting carriage and stick- 
ing keye# often require little more than a gen- 
erous application of machine ol! and perhaps 
a pair of pincers to straighten the cog wheel 
on which the carridge moves.

Being Own Boss Big Difference; 


Hours Then Pass Too Quickly. 


By ELIAS TOBENKIN. 


HEN are long hours not long?’ 
Ask this question of a thou- 
sand business men and trades- 
men of all sorts in Chicago, 
who are installed in their own 
little shops or stores, or have their own 
“routes,” and their answer invariably will 
be: 

“When you work for yourself.”’ 

Hours do not vary in length, There are 
you 
etand in front of a five ton machine, which 
turns a plate of tin into a pail or whether 
you are selling penny ice cream cones to 
little children who can scarcely tell their 
age. But there is a great difference in speed. 
In the shop or factory the hours seem to 
drag far beyond their sixty minute length. 
The hands of the clock seem to move with 
painful slowness most of the time. 

But when you are selling penny ice cream 
cones in the street, the hours speed along 
so swiftly that you often wish you were 
a Joshua and could command the sun to 
still. This is true both when the 
hours speed on and business is slow. and 
when business is rushing and every minute 
of sunshine means another penny in your 
pocket.

Where the Difference Lies. 


“It is the atmosphere that counts,” said 
Mr. Vissetzky, the grocer, when asked what 
it was that made him take his eighteen hours’ 
work a day in his little grocery near Canal 
street so good naturedly, while he alweys 
fumed about the ten hour day which he 
worked in the clothing shop. Mr..Vissetzky 
is only one.of the great army of ex-working- 
men who have joined the ranks of the smal! 
merchants, insurance agents, restaurant. 
keepers, proprietors of stationery stores, 
soda fountains, milk depots, and customer 
peddlers. 

“ You see, it is not the work that counts, 
but the atmosphere,’ Mr. Vissetzky contin- 
ued, puffing away at his Russian cigaret 
with evident pleagure and satisfaction with 
himself, his store, and surroundings. 

*‘In the shop you are working for wages. 
You know just exactly what is ahead of 
you—your wages at the end of the week and 
Jismissal at the end of the season. You are 
working for the pay envelope which is to 
keep you going the coming week. Your bogs 
is trying to get as much work ovt of you 
for as small a wage as possible. You, on 
the other handaare trying to give him just 
as much as you think you ought to give 
him for his $10. And when you have done 
as much as you think has covered your 
wages fully you begin to feel as if the hours 
were creeping with unmerciful slowness. 
You are not working for yourself—that is the 
reason.

Being Own Boss Counts. 


“ Here, however, it is different. I am not 
making a great success with this little store 
of mine. A living, that is about all one can 
eke out in this neighborhood. There are so 
many little stores like mine around here. 
But my bu: 2ss keeps me occupied. I have 
to plan, to .wink, and scheme, and if I plan 
well, if I fall upon a good scheme I stand a 
chance of making a few dollars over and 
above my expenses. That is what makes 
the hours move fast, so fast that I am al) 
tired out before I have had time to look 
around. And -I am tired not without reason, 
for I have worked between sixteen and 
eighteen hours. without knowing it myself 

“Then there is another distinction between 
this place and the shop.. Here I am tied 
down for almost twice as many hours as | 
was in the shop, but I am much more free 
during that time than’I was during the ten 

ours I worked in the shop. I can stay here 
and smoke my cigaret and take it- easy for 
ten or fifteen minutes. Why not? Who is 
going to dictate to me what todo? Who is 
going to reproach with a glance or a torrent 
of words for wasting time—the time for 
which I get paid, which I am bound to use 
as the boss and foreman sees fit for me to 
use it? 

“Then there comes the monotony of it al] 
Of course, wrapping up herring and measur- 
ing potatoes is not exactly exciting work, but 
it is not nearly as monotonous as sewing on 
sleeves all day long. I meet with different 
faces. I hear different. stories, different 
trials and troubles. Hundreds of women 
who come in are even envious of this eight- 
een hour a day job of mine. They wish their 


to build up a Mttle business like this.’’

Insurance Another Good Field. 
The grocery business, however, is not the 


previously worked ten hours a day take tip in 
spite of the fact that at this they have to 


host of insurance agents who are scouting 
the city for a policy not only days but nights, , 
when they can find “the man” at home, 
have taken up this business in preference to. 
a job which required them to work certain 
hours and to get a certain wage for it. There 
is a epirit of enterprise and of adventure in it 
which causes them to forget the longer hours. 

“I seldom get home before 11 o'clock at 
night,"’ said one such agent. “ But then Iam 
a thousand times happier now than I was 
when I worked definite hours as a clerk in a 
factory and had to sit over books from 8 in 
the morning until 6 in the evening. The nine 
hours which I worked there were all work—

cheerless, monotonous drudgery. What did it 
concern me how many pairs of shoes the fac- 
tory turned out that day? Did I get more 
when the men turned out a few hundred more 
shoes one day or did I get less if'the men 
turned out fifty pairs of shoes less the next 
day? I was there just like an automaton. I 
counted no more than a cog in-the wheel. 

“I took up this job as an insurance agen 
not because it offered startling prospects for 
‘get rich quick’ schemes, which it did not, 
but because it was the only thing I could go 
into with the litthe money I had. And it was 
the only thing which depended entirely upon 
my own ability. In short, I went into this 
business because it was the exact opposite of 
the clerical jobI held hitherto. 

* 


Hours Many. but Not Long. 

“Now I find that I have to work many 
hours, but not long ones, for the hours fly 
fast. Iam doing better in this business, too, 
than I did as a clerk in the wholesale boot 
and shoe house where I worked. But lam 
convinced that I am succeeding merely be- 
cause of the fact that I like the work. I be- 
lieve I am succeeding here because I am not 
working long, monotonous nine hours a day, 
but short, crisp, swiftly passing eighteen 
hours.” 

That “many ” hours do not make “ long ”’ 
hours is the experience of thousands of other 
men who had once worked in factories or of- 
fices and who today are earning uncertain 
and sometimes even meager wages as small 
business men. Hundreds of little stationery, 
candy, and picture post card stores fn all 
parts of the city are run by men to whom 
eighteen hours a day in a store has no terror 
as compared to the ten hours a day in a fac- 

ory. 

Sometimes it is the fllusion that they may 
work up in the end to something better that 
keeps them tied to their little stores and 
causes them to take even its disagreeable fea- 
tures good naturedly. More often, however, 
it is the memory of the long, monotonous 
hours in the factory, hours in which the men 
and the machine seem to melt into one grand 
chaos, that keeps them content and even 
happy in their many but not Jong houred oo 
cupations.

nit There are two different length short skirts to de 
worn—one which just clears the ground, and, it must 
be admitted, is a dust catcher; and the other, which is 
at least three inches from the ground and cannot 
to be thoroughly clean and comfortable to the wearer. 
At an exhibit of suits seen a short time ago was 
one which would really belong to the three piece suits. 
It was made in a beautifully fine navy blue broadcloth, 
trimmed with black silk braid about one-quarter of an 
inch wide. The dress was princess, with three-quarter 


length sleeves, showing bright green mousseline under-. 


sleeves, The small yoke was also green, but a black 
cravat and @ cream ruche softened the brightness of it 
near the face. The skirt was short and plaited from 
the knees, and was trimmed with black silk braid ar- 
ranged into a pattern of eighteenth century bows 
stitched flat. The long coat reached nearly to the hem 
of the skirt and had a trimming of the same kin, with 
a slightly bloused front attached, fastening at one side 
below the long waist line. Behind, the coat was semi- 
fitting.

Another suit was in a heavy ribbed silk in a dark, 
was made with long, 
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pull straight and press Ury. The muslin should be put 


‘in hot water and when the water is cool take the cloth 


out and press smooth when dry enough to do s0 
successfully. 

Either buy some cheap muslin or cut up an old 
night dress or sleet and use as a pattern, before cutting 
into the suit material. It will pay to test the pattern 
first in this way and be. sure that in every respect it is 
correct. Much trouble later on will thus be avoided. 
Cut every part out, carefully observing the marks on 
the pattern 18 regards the grain of the cloth Thes¢ 
coats do not fit tight at the waist, but easily, follow- 
ing the lines of the figure, but outlining no part sharply. 
Fasten the coat together down the front exactly as it is 
intende@ to go anJd see that the seams all slant as they 
should 

* 

The “balance” or hang of a coat is most essential 
to its success. The seams all have the appearance of 
hanging straight down, no perceptible slant being visible. 
The cloth pattern should be ripped apart and pressed 
and cut away on the seam lines. The suit material had 
better be laig@, folded down the middle, on as long 4 
table as possible, and each piece most carefully pinned 
In place before cutting any out. If there is no up and 
down to the cloth the bottom of one piece can often be 
fitted into the top of another, in that way effecting 
considerable saving on the material. 

If broadcloth or any other cloth with a decided 
map is used, the pieces all have to be laid one way. 
Each piece is cut out with the proper seam allowhnces, 
and before the pattern is taken off the entire oitline 
must be clearly marked with tailor’s chalk. Take the 
pattern off and mark through corresponding pieces with 
tallor’s tacks, basting stitches which are taken through 
both pieces, clearly marking ali seam and other lines. 

Pieces for the fronts may be-cut out of the canvas, 
letting it extend down the length of the front, across the 
front to a distance of about two inches under the arm. 
The interlining of muslin is cut out and each piece 
Dasted to its corresponding piece of the suit material 


on the wro: skle. Then the canvas is basted to the 


entire length and see if it fite correctly. If the pre- 
liminary work in the old muslin was well done, as well 
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basted; and this and the bust form parts are stitched 
in with the still unfinished seams. The canvas is cut 
away as close to the seams as possible before they are 
pressed open. In the coat shown, which fastens with 
two buttons in the front, front facings of the cloth, the 
coat lengths are cut, and they are five inches in width. 
This coat, as can be seen, is double breasted and opens 
far down, which is one of the newest features. 

This facing is stitched down the front edge on éach 
side in a seam and then turned to the wrong side and 
basted in place. The rolling collar is cut with a seam 
in the middle back and should first be cut from canvas 
basted together with the seam on the right side, basteJ 
to the coat, and tried on. The fitting is done at the 
seam. When it Is right, it is cut;from the cloth, the 
canvas basted to the under part, the middle back seam 
stitched and pressed open. The line where the collar 
rolls over should have a fine’ double threaded basting 
thread of silk run in, and the “padding” stitches put 
in by hand, working towards each edge from this gath- 
ering line. Of course, this double gathering thread is 
slightly pulled up before the thread is fastened, so as to 
help Keep the rolled part in shape. 

s 


After the padding is finished the outside is cut, 
seamed together, an@ basted and stitched to the padded 
part. The seam ig pressed open and the collar is turned 
right side out and basted to the coat. The middle of 
the collar is pinned to the middle back of the coat and 
the collar pinned at the ends to the coat. The seam 
goes towards the outside of the coat. The collar is 
etitched on and the seam turned towards the coat. 

If the edge is at all tight it should be clipped, se 
there is no possibility of any “drawing.” Then the 
seam edge can be catch-stitched to the canvas in the 
front and te the cotton lining across the back. 


‘One may wonder why no word all this time has been, 


said about pressing when it constitutes one of the 
most important parts of the making. It is really’ 
worthy of a. good many words, but these hints already 
given here have been more on a general order, assum- 
ing that a good many points are already known. For it 
would be quite impossible in the space given to give 
detailed directions for each step of the making. For 
pressing, one should have seam and sleeve boards, as 
well as a padded form for the shoulders and bust seams. 
And the pressing of the seams should always be done 
rather by direct blows than by ironing up and down. 
x | 

The iron should never be left long in one place, 
and a heavy piece of muslin should always be between 
the material and tron. This muslin can be wet by pas:- 
ing sponge over it as it lies on the garment. Great 
care has to be used not to injure the shape of any of 
the seams, and if a gloss appears anywhere ‘t can be 
removed by slightly dampening the place and brushing 
lightly the wrong way. 

The lining is cut like the outside, excepting that 
there is an inch wide inverted plait laid down the mid- 
dle of the back. The seams, excepting the shoulder and 
underarm, are stitched, then pinned in place in. the coat, 


the seams tacked lightly in place, and all the while 


taking care that plenty of room is allowed both for the 
length and width in the lining. If it fits perfectly 


smooth the outside will surely wrinkle, so that is a 


point to be guarded against. The fronts are hemmed 
over the facing, about four inches back of the edge. 
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about four inches wide is basted to the hand end of the 
sleeve... The lower édge of the canvas comes to the 
basting, which marks the correct length, and the upper 
edge stiould be slightly stretched to make it At well 

zs * 

Two rows of stitching should be put around the 
sleeve near the upper end of the canvas to simulate a 
cuff. And these rows must meet exactly when the 
sleeve is sewed together. The lining ts stitched to- 
gether in both seams, and the coat and lining sleeve 
parts are both turned wrong side out, and the outside 
seams tacked together. Then the lMning is turned right 
side out, over the coat sleeve, and a basting put In sev- 
eral inches from the bottom, as well as another several 
inches from the top. The sleeve is turned right side 
out, and the lining hemmed down around the hand, about 
an inch from the edge of the sieeve. The sleeve is 
basted into the coat, but not the sleeve lining. 

The slight fullness that there is tn one of these 
small sleeves should be evenly distributed, and after 
it is stitched in the sleeve is put over the pad and 
dampened and the fullness is taken out by pressing. 
The elge of the sleeve seam is catch-stitched down to 
the coat all around, notching it where it is necessary, 
and then the sleeve lining is gathered across the top 
and hemmed down in fine stitches all eround the arm 
hole. 

In hemming the coat lining down around the bet- 
tom it should be done @ half or three-quarters of an 
inch above the edge, and it will be wise to try it ona 
before doing the hemming, to be sure that the lining 
has been left loose enough on the length. 

The tunic that crosses diagonally, forming fichu- 
like folds on the bodice and parted Uraperies to break 
the lines the skirts, ® worn at present, but, like 
many of the variations of the 1880 skirts, is apt te 
be ungraceful in movement. The return of the fichu 
is a pleasant thing, though frills are still far from 
us a8 a general rule, and the frilled fichu is not fashe 
ionable. ‘

SPICED GRAPES: This is a good old 
recipe and makes a delicious fruit relish to 
serve with meats. the grapes as for 
jelly. To seven pouncs of grapes yeu will 
need half a pint of strong vinegar. half a 
pint of grape juice, three pints and a half of 
granulated sugar, two ounces of stick cin- 
namon, and one ounce of whole cloves. Boll 
together the suger, vinegar, and grape juice, 
and the spices, which should be tied up ine 
little bag. When the mixture comes to a 
boil, add the grapes. and boil gently for an 
hour and a half. The grapes should not be 
too tripe, and care should be taken to keep 
them as whole as possible.

Fall camping requires a much warmer 
equipment than for hot weather. A woman 
must sacrifice her pride of appearance and 
disixe of warm underclothing when in camp 
or else stay at hOme. If she tries to com- 


promise she will be a nuisance to her mates 


ané ¢)t énjoy herself. There is nothing more 
maddening to have one member of-a party 
blue with cold or reproachfully crouching

A heavy woven flannel petticoat can be 
tucked inside the wool bloomers that sensible 
Women wear in the woods.

Any short dark cloth skirt will answer, 


_ provided it is not rough enough to catch on 


brambles and will shed water. Make the 
skirt to the shoe tops. . The jacket should be 
loote and hot much longer than the 2 hips. 4 
Norfolk cut is good. 

Don't burden yourself with a storm coat, 
its weight will wear you out. A loose, heavy 
Sweater, and. possibly_an extra knitted vest, 
will keep out both cold and fain. Leave your 
umbrella on the edge of ‘civilization with 
your feather and flower trimmed hats. Wear 
@ small cloth or leather toque that will easily 
stay anchored in a hard blow. A knit woolen 
cap or tam such as children wear will be com- 
fortable for the bitter cold days. 

Fieece. lined. leather gloves are better than 
woolen ones that, when wet, chap the hands 
\Sbominably. , One might take along an extra 


pair of big woolen mittens to pull on outside 


the gloves when the fingers tingle.

Shoes must be warm, waterproof, and com- 
fortable. If you are vain of your number 
one foot, display it on the fireside fender. 
French heels and pumps-are so much out of 
place in the woods as “arctics”’ in a ball- 
room. 

There is a kind of hunting shoe called 
“German sox '’ that make good, if not beau- 
tiful, camping footgear for fall. These are 
of knit wool looped on the inside until they 
are about an inch thick. Outside of these 
heavy arctic overshoes can be pulled on and 
your feet will not run the risk of being frost 
bitten, though your walk may be clumsy. 

A regular hunting shoe for women made 
of drab calfskin, laced, and measuring either 
twelve or sixteen inches high, Is less clumsy 
than the above foot covering, and is abso- 
lutely waterproof. It should be large enough 
to carry several pairs of woolen stockings on 
extra cold days. 

There is also a shorter moccasin shoe made 
just like those of men, but with a heel. For 
night wear have long wool] bed socks that 
reach to the knees. With these wear woolen 
pajamas and-a close fitting woolen cap. In- 
stead of the latter one can tie up the head 
in a long woolen scarf, which is useful for 
extra warmth to the throat in the day time 
as well. : 

If possible have a sleeping bag. If you 
do not own or cannot afford to buy or rent 
one, make one of heavy waterproof canvas. 
It will be found almost as cheap, however, 
to buy a cover fer about $5 and have it fitted 
with your own blankets in layers, and even 
an old elderdown — — extra warmth, 


Preparing the Sleeping Bag. 

In lining a sleeping bag remember that a 
number of thin layers of covering retain 
the heat longer than one thickness of the 
same weight. The lining is loose at the top, 
so the sleeper can have as many thicknesses 
under and over her as she destres. When 
the thermometer is well below freezing, one 
can sleep out doors in comfort with four 
thicknesgees over the body and four under. 

If you can afford to be Juxurious, there is 
a combinatian sleeping bag with pneumatic 
air bed attached that is the height of rest- 
fulness and warmth. 

If you must not economize. in the size of 
your outfit, an old fur party cloak or a fur 
rug is fine for warmth. A short fur coat, 
oki enough that you do not care If it is 
spotled, is.also good to have. 

» The tents should be stormproof and light 
as possible. If you are on a canoeing trip, 

a special tent comes that can be quickly put 
oe as it has but one pole. 

If the weather Is cold there should be some 
sort of a. heating stove in each tent. Any 
dealer in sporting goeds will tell you the right 
size and kind for your needs. These tents 
should be erected around the camp fire in 
such a way that the benefit of the heat is 
felt inside the tent. 

Carry a flask or small alcohol tin cup stove, 
so that one can get waxmed quickly in case 
of sudden chills. So equipped, a person in 
normal health, who exercises hard and eats 
nourishing food, should be comfortable in the 
coldest. fall —:

This shape holds good for the eards which 
are now much used for notes., These cards 
have the same color range as paper and are 
governed by the same rules of good taste in 
snarking. 

Cards are liked for forma! notes of thanks 
that can be made brief. But one card should 
be used, though it may. be written on both 
sides. 

Quality of paper depends upon what one can 
pay for it.. It may either be heavy or thin. 
There is a.growing fancy for the latter for 
general correspondence. Invitations are 
rarely written on thin paper. The lined en- 
velopes make this weight of paper more prac- 
tical and the lessened bulk is an advantage. 

In selecting cheap paper get it as smooth 
in grain as possible and inconspicuousin col- 
oring. Under no circumstances use lined 
paper—it will stamp you at once as unknow- 
ing. Avoid rough grained imitations of finer 
linens. They look coarse and are hard te 
write on. 

There are many slips from good taste In 
marking paper. Huge monograms of.vivid 
color are impossible. Just now the mono- 
gram or lettering goes in the left hand cor- 
ner, even when ‘the address -is not: used. 
Duli blue, green, and brown. or self-color, as 
gray on & gray paper, white on white, are 
preferred to gold and silver. Black is also 
well liked.

Monogram Often Omitted Entirely. 

More often the monogram is omitted entire- 
ly and the address is engraved instead. This 
generally goes to the right hand side about an 
inch below the top. It, too, is printed just 
now across the left hand corner about an inch 
and a quarter down. This form looks best 
when there are two lines to the address. 

Often when the address is on the right 
side there is in the left hand corner a tiny 
teiephone receiver, with numbér. and a tele- 
graph pole with telegraph address. 

The use of a crest, even though it be not 
bought for the purpose, is a mooted question. 
It is favored: by many well bred women, 
while others condemn it as un-American. 
It should never be conspicuous, and must 


‘never appear on the envelope. 


One woman has used her crest in a unique 
way. It is marked just inside the flap of the 
envelope in a self-color, or. if the envelope is 
lined, the marking is in the tone of the out- 
side. It is not on the paper itself, which 
carries simply the address. 7 

Usually envelopes are not marked, though 
occasionally an address appears across the. 
corner of the flap. Monograms or initials are 
in bad taste except. on the paper itself.

Three New York Girls— 


Became summer hotel troubadours during 
the Waning season. They went to the serk- 
shire hills and gave programs of ballads. 
One played the piano accompaniments. An- 
other sang German ballads, and the third 
presented a running commentary of explana- 
tion as to their history and meaning.

Are to have outdoor sports ana gymnastics 
as part of the school curriculum. Baseball, 
running, ‘jumping, basketball, all sorts of 
games will be mixed in with their Latin and 
arithmetic. The chief athlétic director for 
the Boston schools does not believe in having 
the girls’ sports managed by a league that 
has no real connection with the schools, as 
has been done in New.

their sleeves and working together, and tak- 
ing their share of the laurels. They take the 
keenest interest in competitive sports, and 
are ready to play the outdoor games with the 
right sense of team work and. onedience- to 
commands.

Make Best of Natural Gifts. 

It's the thing we really are, and not the

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Plewvasies of ‘Vacation 


and How Best to Remove Them. 


By MARIAN MARTINEAU. 


The joys of vacation time have one in- 
evitable result—beauty, which gets an added 
boost in one way through improved health, 
is damaged in others. The tan which was 
not particulerly conspicuous at the seashore 
leoms up dark and ugly when the Summer 
Girl returns to town; freckles lose their 
reason for being once their unlucky owner 
is away from leafy Arcadia; and hair 
bleached and streaked by sun and water de- 
mands immediate attention. 

Much of the injury caused by sun, wind, 
and glare might be avoided if the owner of 
ths sensitive skin would only protect ber 
complexion according to the Frenchwoman’s 
method. The face is covered with cold cream 
and powder rubbed into it thick It leaves 
the face suow white, but wholly protected 
from the sun. A pink veil will restore the 
hue to the face, which might otherwise look 

hastiy. For the woman who is going to 

ve all day, this is the best way to protect 
her complexion. 
Jt really takes weeks to get complexions 
which are liberally sprinkled with freckles or 
costed with tan back to normal condition, 
and if the dainty Summer Girl wishes to 
look ber best for the trying winter season she 
must begin to treat her complexion immedi- 


ately. . * 


Skin Comes with Freckles. 


‘The girl with freckles should remember 
that it is not the outer cuticle, but the pig- 
ment underneath upon which the rays of the 
gun have their effect, and that any sort of 
lotion that takes off the freckles must take 
off the skin too. Unfortunately, when the 
thin outer skin comes off it leaves an espe- 
cially tender new skin to be exposed and the 
freckles come back larger and worse than 
ever. Only where freckles refuse to yield 
to bleaching with buttermilk, lemon juice, 
and cucumbers should the ‘‘ skinning proc- 
ees’ be tried. 

The bleach is made by dissolving eight 
grains of bichioride of mercury in two 
ounces each of rose water and witch hazel; 
the mercury should be in coarse powder; the 
crystals allowed to slowly dissolve in the 
liquids. It is applied with a soft cloth night 
and morning and allowed to dry on the skin. 
Then cold cream is rubbed in and let remain 
ten minutes, after which a soft cloth Is used 
to wipe the face thoroughly. Let the skin 
peel slowly, and not in great flakes. In 
this way it gets a little accustomed to the 
rays of the sun, and where the freckles are 
not too deep extra precautions will prevent 
their return. After the bleach has entirely 
removed the freckles never by any chance z9 
out of doors without putting on a big brown 
veil of chiffon. J 

The buttermilk bath is excellent for tak- 
ing off those freckles which are not too 

deeply burned in, as, for example, after a 
summer's outing, when hats and veils have 
been left at home. Sour buttermilk is not 
pleasant, but it improves the complexion 
wonderfully if used constantly. A basin is 
filled, the hands used and the face washed 
as in water. Then it is allowed to dry in 
and the skin soon shows the effect. Pale 
freckles will disappear almost entirely, while 
old freckles are bleached considerably, and 
by a liberal use of good cold cream and pow- 
der are scarcely perceptible. Lemon, cut in 
half and rubbed over the ekin is good, but 
being an acid it will make the skin rough 


= -- wnless cold cream is used afterward.

Ripe Tomatoes Another Renedy. 


For the freckles of temporary duration 
ripe tomatoes are excellent. Cut the tomato 
im haif and rub well into the skin. night and 
| Morning. letting it dry on the face An- 
other bleaching mixture is made by scraping 
horseradish fine until] you get a teaspoonful. 
Mix this with a cup of sour milk and let it 


stand six hours. Rub this on the face two 
or three times a day. 

Freckles may be taken off the arms and 
hands and kept off by using lemon juice or 
the buttermilk and then wearing long gloves 
or sleeves. . 

When sunburn has reached the stage where 
it stings and burns the natural inclination 
ig to bathe it with cold water; and that only 
increases the depth and severity of the burn. 
If it is necessary to wash the face, water as 
hot as can be borne relieves the inflamma- 
tion of sunburn. Constant applications of 
buttermilk are also effective. 

An excellent lotion for sunburn, but which 
is equally effective for mere roughness and 
redness is made of four ounces of oi] of 
sweet almonds, ten ounces of fresh cucumber 
juice, three ounces of essence of cucumbers, 
one-fourth ounce of powdered white castile 
soap, and one-half drachm of tincture of ben- 
zoin. The cucumber juice is obtained by 
boiling the cucumbersin water. ‘ney should 
be sliced thin, skin and all, and be allowed 
to simmer siowly until resolved to a soft 
mush, Then strain through a nne sieve and 
then through a cloth.

How the Essence Is Made. 


The essence is made by putting an ounce 
and a half of the juice into the same quan- 
tity of alcohol. Put the essence and the 
soap in a large jar with a cover and shake 
thoroughly; and when the soap is dissolved 
put in the cucumber juice and shake the bot- 
tle again. Then pour the mixture into a 
bow! and add the oil and the benzoin, stirring 
all the while till the liquid ig creamy. Keep 
this lotion in small, tightly corked bottles, 
and shake before using.

If the burning ts se- 
vere—for any bleaching lotion is smarting— 
apply a good cold cream immediately after- 
wards. 

For the skin that becomes dry and scaly 
from neglect and exposure, message with a 
good cold cream twice a day is of advantage. 
One of the best creams that can be obtained 
is made of one ounce of spermaceti, one ounce 
of white wax, five ounces of the best im- 
ported oil of sweet almonds, one and one- 
half ounces of rosewater, and twenty grains 
ef powdered borax. 


* @ 
Add Oil of Almonds. 


Dissolve the borax in the rosewater while 
you melt wax and spermaceti in a granite 
pan over the teakettle or in a pan of boiling 
water. When thoroughly melted add the ol) 
of almonds. Let it remain in the boiling water 
until all flakes of wax, caused by pouring in 
the oil, are melted. Then quickly pour rose- 
water into it, letting the mixture still remain 
in the water until all wax flakes are dissolved. 
Pour into jar and with silver knife beat the 
mixture until i. is creamy. Do not let the 
ingredients get too hot; the oll and wax want 
to melt—that’s all. 

As to the hair which is streaked with salt 
water and injudicious basking in the sun 
while it is still wet, a nourishing tonic is 
required. One-half pint of castor oil, one- 
half pint of pure alcohol, one-half ounce of 
tincture of cantharides, and two drams of 
bergamot oi] make an excellent tonic when 
the hair is dry and brittle.

the necessary number of carés from her case 
before ringing the doorbell. If she is a mar- - 


ried woman calling upon a marr.ed woman 
who hae invited her recently to a dance or 
dinner, she takes two of her husband’s cards 
from her case with two of her own. Her two 
cards are @nough if she asks “to see the 
ladies,’" implying thereby her hostess and 
one or more daughters. If the hostess Is a 
friend, entertaining @ married caugtte-, 
her mother, or a sister at the time. the woman 
calling then takes out three of her own cards. 
Should the reply to her question be “ Not 
at home,’”’ she hands the cards to the maid 
and goes on.

Practical Methods. of Cleanin 
for the Careful Housekeeper. 


By JOAN HENDRICKS. 


Before cleaning windows dust sash and 
glass thoroughly before wetting. Wash the 
Bash well first with borax soapsuds or borax 
Water and dry quickly with a soft cloth. An 
old bath towel is admirable, particularly so if 
well worn. Do not slop water, yet have plenty 
of it in the pail. Wring the wash cloth dry, 
but be sure it is clean, and do not slur spots 
nor fly specks. Keep the wash cloth off the 
glass as much as possible. Do not ecrub, as 
this will remove the paint as well as the dirt. 


If the wood is varnished do not use soap or. 


borax,-but rub with a piece of chamois 
leather wrung out of cold water and then 
polish with a soft duster. 

For cleaning the glass some people use 
ammonia in the proportion of one tabl.cspoon- 
ful to a gallon of water, but the work can be 
performed quite as efficiently and much more 
quickly by using clear water and two good 
thamois leathers, one for washing the glass, 
the other for polishing it. See that the wash 
leathers are quite clean and do not make 
them so wet that they will drip on the glass. 
Have plenty of clean water and change it 
frequently. Have the water warm and dip 
the chamois in it, wring out; and rub the 
panes, taking care that the corners are not 
torgotten. ' 

Wring the cloth tightly and go over the 
Klass the second time and polish with the 
second wash leather. Linen or cotton cloths 
should not be used, as they frequently leave 
pieces of Gown on the glass, especially if they 
are used when the glass is hot dry. Neither 
can a window be properly cleaned when the 
sun is shining on it. During frosty weather 
the least touch of the hand is liable to crack 
the glass.

To Keep Windows Free from Frost. 


_ To keep the windows free from frost apply 
“® little glycerin om a dry duster and a bril- 
liant polish will result. This is also an ex- 
cellent remedy for preventing windows fron: 
steaming if rubbed on the Inside of the giass 
after the windows are cleaned. If a little 
kerosene oil is added to the water used for 
cleaning purposes it will also give a brilliant 
polish to the glass.

Cleaning Upholstered Furniture. 


To clean upholstered furniture cover the 
stuffing with a towel and whip witha rattan, 
shaking the towel whenever it grows dusty. 
Wash all visible wood in tepid soap suds, dry 
it quickly, then rub hard with a flannel! and 
a few drops of kerosene. This for walnat, 
cherry, oak, in any finish. Mahogany needs 
merely to be ~viped with a damp chamois, 
then rubbed for half an hour with a dry 
chamois. 

Beat the upholstered part hard, and wipe 
Carefully with a clean cloth. Follow this 
with a clean flannel cloth dipped in alcohol 
As soon as the flannel shows dirt wash it 
clean in a little tepid water. Otherwise the 
alcoho! will dissolve out the dirt, and deposit 
it in streaks upon the surface of the fabric. 

Clean out the tufting with swabs of cotton 

‘tiec on the end of a stout skewer and wet in 
alcohol. Throw away the cotton as soon as 
it is soiled. Clear alcohol lightly used will 
pot mar the most delicate of brocades. The 
swab must be wet enough to trickle under 
- pressure. | 
» Clean the intricacies of the carved wood 
with the same sort of swabs, but take espe- 
_cial pains not to have them too wet 
Clean gilt furniture with sifted whiting 


made into a cream with aicohol. Cover a 
small space at a time and rub off before it 
hardens. If spots stick touch lightly with 
alcohol. If there is much dirt or a deep 
tarnish wash quickly with borax soap suds, 
wipe dry, then cover all over with wet whit- 
ing, and let it dry Brush it off with a stiff 
brush and polish ge moert chamois. 


Cleaning Gilt Frames. 

This is really the best way, too, to clean 
gilt frames—a gilt frame speckled but un- 
tarnished needs to be rubbed with a cloth 
wet in alcohol, and polished afterwards with 
a chamois. Turpentine is also good in clean- 
ing gilt frames. ; 


Cleaning Brasses. 


Brasses, such as knob handles and articles 
of furniture, are commonly lacquered, £0 can 
be cleaned with tepid soap suds and a soft 
cloth. Dampen the cloth in place of wetting 
it and rub quickly. 

Unlacquered brass can be cleaned in vari- 
ous ways. One of the best is to wash well 
in warm soap syds, then rub hard with salt 
and vinegar, using a flannel swap. Polish 
afterwards with a dry cloth and whiting. 
Take particular care not to let the acid and 
salt touch the woodwork. 

Another method of cleaning unlacquered 
brass is with oxalic acid/and salt. Wash 
immediately after the bbing and polish 
with whiting. Powdered rottenstone is also 
a great help.

Wrought Iron and Steel. 


The best treatment for wrought iron and 
steel is to wash it first with a stiff brush 
and ammonia soap suds, rinse well, dry by 
heat if possible, then ofl plentifully with 
sweet oil,- and dust quickly with powdered 
quicklime. Let the lime stay on two days, 
then brush off with aclean stiff brush. Rub 
with cloths until ine luster returns.

Washing Bricea-Brac and Bronzes. 

Before wetting any sort of bric-Aa~brac, and 
especially bronzes, remove al! dust possible. 
The less dust water finds about the lines 
and corners the less it can leave there. 
After dusting wash wellin strong, white soap 
suds and ammonia, rinse clean, polish with 
just a suspicion of oll‘and rottenstone, and 
rub off afterwards every trace of the oil.

How to Care for Hangings.

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There is probably no class of women to 
whom good dressing is of more importance 
than those in business. Women who are 
careless and also think it a good time to wear 
out old clothes, some of which have done 
duty for rather “ dressup "’ occasions, make 
the gravest kind of a mistake.

Many business women earn large enough 
salaries to buy first class things reddy made, 
or to have them made, and in that way con- 
serve their strength for other things than 
much sewing.” Then there are others less 
fortunately situated, perhaps, who in order 
to dress they feel they should must do 
much of their own sewing. And itis surpris- 
ing how many things one can find the time to 
make. As is well known, the cost of making 
even the most inexpensive things far ex- 
ceeds the cost of the materials, so it is a dis- 
tinct gain if there is time and ability to do at 
least a portion of one’s own sewing.

A well made suit is an important possession, 
and for this fall and winter many of the 
old time favorite cloths will be worn, some 
of them seeing new on account of a difference 
in their finish.

Black, dark blue, dark seal brown, or a 
decidedly dark Oxford gray, any of them 
will be serviceable and good looking, and no 
mistake will be made in having the suit prac- 
tically plain. It-should go. without saying 
that it should be perfectly tailored, and if it 
is it will look weil and.show the good work- 
manship as long as it [s“worn. 

Skirts are fuller anound the bottom and one 
often sees the normal waist tine used. A 
skirt for this kind of a suit should of course 
be short, and may be piaited all around, or 
in groups, or it may be simply gored. 

One good looking suit shows a front gore 
plain, excefting for six rows of narrow braid 
going acrose the width. The lowest row is at 
the head of. the hem and the others are par- 
allel to this one and are each two inches 
apart. An embroidered crow’'s foot covers 
each braid end. ‘The side gore on each side 
nearest to the front is plain, then the second 
gore has plaits going towards the middle of 
of the gore, and the'third side gore is plain, 
as is also . batk,- excepting for the in- 
verted plait in the middle of the back. 

Coats are to be longer than ever this fall, 
and they are closer fitting, than those of the 

summer. The one belonging to this syit is 
made full. three-quarters length, single 
breasted, and without a middle back seam. 
It has the reguiation turnover collar and 
revers, long, plain, and close fitting sleeves, 
and the buttonholes are put ona“ fly.” The 
braid and arrow heads decorate the front of 
the coat to match the skirt.

Another suit is made of herring bone 
striped serge in dark blue. The skirt has 
plaited sides, but is otherwise plain. The 
coat. is even longer than the one just de- 
scribed, and this one is quite close fitting— 
made possible by a middle back seam. The 
cut under the arms can be seen from the Ii- 
lustration,-and if.a pattern were first cut 
from old muslin this line could be experi- 
mented with until it was correct. 

One-half: dozen shirtwaists are none too 
many to be provided. with for wear with a 
suit. There can be three of madras or ging- 
ham in colgrs and three in white. These 
should all be tailored waists, with some form 
of plaited front, and the plain shirtwaist 
sleeve with narrow, link cuff. With these 
shirts can be worn some of the pretty stand- 
ing, turnover collars, with small jabot or 
tie of linen or lace. 

A chiffon, coarse net, or silk blouse, match- 
ing the suit in color, will be a good invest- 
ment, and will be pretty to wear in the even- 
ing to the theater or restaurant when noth- 
ing more dressy is required. One feature of 
the new white linen shirtwaists is some hand 
embroidery introduced between groups of 
plaits on the front.

Few women would be willing not’ to tn- 
clude in their wardrobe some form of the 
comfortable one-piece dregs. Made up in 
some one of the new woolens on the Moyen- 
age order, or if more becoming with the

These plaits are let into the seams at grad- 
uated lengths, beginning with those on the 
front gore, starting twenty inches down 
from the waist, and on the seams which 
come next eighteen’ and one-haif inches 
down, and #0 on, making a difference on each 
seam of one and one-hgifinches.. _. 

If a Moyenage costume is decided on, there

The plaits 
should be box or side, to match the skirt, 
and of course the sleeve has to be left open 
for a distance of four or five inches and 
fastened with hooks and eyes, or small but- 
tons and buttonholed loops. 

There should be at least one separate 
skirt in one’s wardrobe, and the strapped 
skirt- shown or this page will -be good style 
and easy to make. The skirt is cut in seven 
gores and one of the new patterns should 
be used to get the little flare around the 
bottom. After the seamis are all finished, 
and the facing has been-.put around the bot- 
tom, the trimming bands are cut from the 
akirt materia! and must be on a true bias. 
They are cut three inches wide and finished 
two inches wide, turning in one-half inch 
both at the top and:bottom. Each strap is 
made long.enough to go around the skirt, 
with the exception of the front gore, the 
straps ending there in points.

The lower, 
‘ gtrap is put on so that its hottom edge jyst 
covers the stitching of the facing, an there 
is a distance of two and one-half inches

The separate long cfavenetted rain coat is 
something probably every woman feelg the 
need of possessing. The new fall coats are 
unusually good looking, end: show some 
really. novel features in cut. The newest 
thing is the idea of the lengthened waist 
line,’ the coat below this’ part’ frequently

A coat of this kind will be most useful if 
made without an interlining, for this tends 
to clumsiness. Wheh fhe méed for added 


warmth arisés a white wool sweater—and the

sometimes, over a light gown, and is really 
serviceable at all seasons of the year. 

A simple littie dinner gown, easy to. get 
into and perfectly made up, will prove a 
blessing a good many times.

The skirt is laid'in deep folds in the middle 
of both back and front, and the sides are cut 
in one piece, which means they are on the 
circular order.

The sleeves are made two piece and fit east- 
ly. Around the wrist and going up the side 
seam to the elbow is a frill of Valenciennes 
lace.

This sort of gown will give good serv- 
ioe, as it evil] clean well and can alweys look 
fresh.

These 
aprons should be made short, and are pretty 
with the lower edges rounding and put into 
the band with no fullness, and a short bib 
to correspond. Made of black mohalir or silk 
will be the best. It might be a good plan to 
have a few white ones also, making at least 
one of these from bordered handkerchiefs. 
This apron would havea point of the hand- 
kerchief in the middle of the front at the 
bottom. 

The lingerie should be of not too light a 
weight cotton or cambric, made simply and 
well, A few tuoks, put In above the hems, 
will stand the wear and tear of laundering 
that is generally none too easy on things. 

A garment that has grown in favor with 
many consists ofa combination corset cover, 
skirt, and drawers in one. Patterns can be 
bought from any good firm, and they are not 
dificult to put together. The drawers are 
circular in cut and arefitted smoothly over 
the hips by darts. In the middie of the back 
there are deep inverted plaits which make 
enough fullness, and the garment when on 
has the appearance of a short skirt. 

A half dozen pairs of stockings are none too 
many to buy at a time, and plain black are 
much better for business weer than those 
that. are embroidered or have openwork de- 
signs.

Soft Materials Take "Well. 


Materials with a texture or with a sheen 
seem to give good results photographically. 
Velvets and soft silks take well, and so do 
the various crépe weaves. Soft sheet ma- 
terials; such as chiffon, chiffon cloth, mull 
and net take charmingly, for they hang in 
soft and graceful folds. 

You will like your pictures better if you 
do not wear any ornament in your hair, and 
if you.do not wear gloves. . You may not 
think so at first, but after you have had 
therh a few months you will be glad you 
didn't wear any feathers or flowers or orna- 
meat of any kind for your coiffure, and as 
for gloves, a picture of a hand is always 
infinitely more interesting than a picture of 
a giove. 

As for the pose, a three-quarters length 
picture is usually prettier than a full fig- 
ure, and a standing position is usually more 
easy and graceful looking than a sitting 
one.

And remember that 
the photographer is an artist accustomed 
to posing people, so if you have any sugges- 
tions for a pose, mention them to him and 
ask him what he thinks of them before in- 
sisting on them. 

And now about appearing natural. One 
woman I know, who makes a splendid photo- 
graphic subject, says that she repeats me- 
chanically to herself some one of her favor- 
ite poems all the time she is being posed. 
This prevents her from thinking too much 
about herself and the consequence is she does 
not ecowl mor compress her lips nor raise 
her brows. She simply looks natural and 
composed and she says it is all due to the 


poem. I don’t know, but it sounds as if there, 


might be reason in it. Andit certainly would 
not be difficult to try. I would suggest, 
however, that a cheerful, even a humorous 
poem be repeated, as otherwise one might 
get a woebegone and lachrymose expression.

Rules for Care of Hands Simple. 


The rules for keeping the hands in good. 


condition are simple. It may be done at home 
¢ with a Small expenditure of time and money, 


th«-ch if you have not been accustomed to: 


giving your hands particular care it will be 
wise to go to a good manicurist once or twice 
to watch the method. 


First, while the nails are still dry and brit~ 


tle, she will carefully file them down to a 
delicate crescent top. Then she.will soak 
the hand a little while in a bowl of soapy 
water ¢ontaining almond mea:, which will 
make the fingertips soft and easy to work on, 
and at the same time whiten and soften the 
hands. .Gently drying the hand, she will take 
the broad end of her orangewood stick and 
push the skin back from the base of the nails, 
leaving'the white “crescent ’’ expesed. This 
must be done delicately, taking care not to 
tear the flesh or scratch the nail. 

With her little scissors she will trim off all 
the calloused and ragged fragments of skin 


around the nail. She uses the orange wood 
stick to clean under the nail, as a metal in- 
strument would scratch it. On the tip of the 
sti¢k she wil] put a moistened bit of cotton, 
and with this tiny mop ehe will go carefully 
‘into all the little corners and crevices of the 
nail which have become dark by neglect. 
Finally she puts a touch of rouge on each nail, 
polishes them pink and shining, and gives you 
back ten rosy fingertips, pink and fragrant. 
All of this you can do well for yourself if 
you prefer. Warm water, a good white soap, 
a box of almond meal, an orange Wood stick, 
a nail file, small curved scissors, a buffer or 
polisher, and a half hour’s time once a week 
will do the job. 


. * 
Daily Use Needed for Resulis. 

The orangewood stick and nail brush are, 
of course, in datty requisition. The daily 
use of almond meal will help to keep the 
hands soft and white. Dry the thhands thor- 
oughly after each washing, and with the 
towel carefully push back the skin at the 
base of the nail. The “ crescent” should 
always show. 

if you do housework, never use any but a 
good white soap for dish washing and such 
things. .Wear rubber gloves or some kind 
of protection for the hands at every task 
possible. If the nails are too brittle, use 
cold. cream on them at night. Cold cream 
rubbed into the hands before going to bed 
and a pair of old gloves worn all night will 
help to counteract the effects of the rough 
‘usage of the day. 

Once all these things are on hand ané per- 
sistently used, the care of the hands.will be 
found little trouble, even in the busiest 
woman's life. And such care will make so 
marked an improvement in even the ugliest 
hands that the time will be counted well 
spent.

built their machines. 

All aeroplanes, whether of the Wright biplane, or 
the Bleriot monoplane type, have four mechanical ne- 
cessities that must be complied with before ‘they can 
fly. They must be sustained in the air and propelled 
through it. They also require a balancing device and a 
steering mechanism. To meet thése requirements these 
machines are built, in the first place, around either one 
or two central surfaces commonly referred to as planes, 
although, strictly speaking, these surfaces are con- 
structei more along the lines of a parabola than a 
plane. They are equipped-with gasoline engines, similar 
to those used in automobiles, only lighter, and these en-. 
gines, by turning circular propellers exactly lke those 
used on steamships, supply the motive power for the 
machines. Next in importance to the functions of sus- 
tenance and propulsion is the balancing device, and next 
to this in the mechanical necessities of ah aeroplane 
ranks the steering mechanism.

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essential features common to all. Each type must meet 
the requirements named above, and in the present de- 
velopment .of the aeroplane the manner of doing this 
does not vary greatly in the different machines. 


The general outlines of the Wright aeroplane are 


well known. They consist of two long, parallel surfaces, 
called planes. In the Wright fiying machine the 
“planes” do not fit this description, because if you look 
up at them, as the machine flies over your head, you 
observe that the under surfaces of the two so-called 
planes are concave, looking much as the human ribs 
would if they could be viewed from the inside. 

To speak literally as well as figuratively, tHese 
planes really consist of ribs, made of white spruce 
wood, shaped like a parabola, and spaced about one foot 
apart. The ribs are stretched over tightly with a good 
quality of white muslin, giving the planes, when com- 
pleted, something the appearance of a sail on a Chinese 
fishing boat. The planes are more regular in outline 
than these sails, inasmuch as they are nearly rectangu- 
lar in shape. Except for the corners, which are round- 
ed, and the rear edges, which are shaped like the edge 
of an umbrella, they would be perfectly rectangular. 
The main planes in the Wright machine are uniform in 
size, about forty feet long, six feet wide, and are spaced 
parallel to each other about six feet apart. 


* 
Planes’ Flexibility Means of Balancing. 

The two planes are held in position by upright 
struts,.or supports, made of white spruce, and placed, 
a row of them along each edge, perpendicularly between 
the planes. The ends of these struts, instead of being 
fastened rigidly to the planes, are hinged, so that the 
operator of the machine, by working «@ lever, can warp 
or bend the two big planes just as you can warp 4 
postal card by holding it between your thumb and 
fingers, and then pressing against the ends. This 
bility in the planes of the Wright flying machine is 


rudder planes is a small D shaped plane. This is used 
to prevent the aeroplanes from skidding sideways. 


* 
Vertical Planes Assist Big Ones. 


Extending backward from the main planes about 
six feet is a wooden framework to which are attached 
two small vertical planes. These are in length equal to 
the distance between the main planes, heli parallel to 
each other, and are spaced about a foot apart. Their 
edges are at right angles to the big planes, and they are 
so pivoted that their rear edges may be moved from left 
to right and from right to left, exactly like the rudder 
of aship. These planes, worked in conjunction with the 
big ones, assist in the dual function of turning the aero- 
plane from side to side, ani in preserving its balance. 

Resting on the upper side of the lower main plane, 
and slightly to one side of its center, is the engine. The 
engine in the Wright machine is of special construction, 
designed by the brothers themselves, and weighs dbout 
170 pounds. 

The Wright engine is water cooled, and consists of 
four cylinders, placed upright in a straight row. Around 
each cylinder is a hollow space, spoken of technically as 
a jacket. The gasoline explosions inside the cylinders 


cause the cylinders to get hot, and in time they would | 


melt or burst, were it not for the water flowing through 


the adjoining jackets, thus keeping them cool. Leading 
from the jackets at one end is a pipe or hose, and at the @ 


other end of this hose, which is less than six inches in 
length, is a. small centrifugal pump. 


x 

‘ Device Cools Cylinders and Water. 

This pump sucks the water out of the jackets and 
sends it into a series of flattened brass tubes about four 
feet long, each tube being about an inch wide and per- 
haps an eighth of an inch thick on the inside. The brass 
that compeses the walls of these tubes is extremely 
thin, so that the water, when forced into them by the 
pump, is spread out in thin sheets and thus cooled. 
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pellers in opposite directions. 


* : 
Propellers Like Electric Fan Blades. 

The propellers themselves are eight feet in diameter 
and closely resemble the blades of an ordinary electric 
fan, except that each propeller has two blades instead 
of the four that are usually found on electric fags. The 
blaies are about a foot wide at their widest point, and 
whirl with such force when the engine is working 
smoothly that they will blow your hat off at a distance 
of over a hundred feet if yow stand directly behind 
them. 

The Wright machine has a capacity of two pas- 
sengers, the seats being on the side of the engine, 
nearest the center of the aeroplane. The operator sits 
in the seat farthest from the engine, thus causing his 
weight to balance that of the engine. The second pas- 
senger occupies the other seat, which is placed on the 
center: line of the machine. The operating levers, of 
which there are three, are placed in easy reach of the 
aviator. 

Before an aeroplane can fly there must be, in addi- 
tion to the combination of parts heretofore given, a 
starting device. In the French machines the start is ac- 
complished by having bicycle wheels fitted to the lower 
part of the frame, and it is on these wheels that the 
filer rests when it is on the ground. When it is Ye- 
sired to start, the aeroplane is taken to a stretch of level 
ground and then, after the engine is started, the ma- 
chine is shoved along on the ground until it gains suffi- 
cient headway to lift itself by the aid of its own pro- 
pellers. 


* * 
Wright Flyer Started with Wright. 

Before the Wright machine can start it must be 
placed on a single wooden rail, called a monorail, about 
a hundred feet long, the weight of the machine being 
supported on the rail by a cross bar that extends hori- 
zontally from one of the sledlike runners beneath the 
machine to the other. Back of the monorail is a small 
tower or derrick, which supports a sixteen hundred 
pound weight, and to this weight a rope is tied. The 
rope passes over a pulley at the top of the tower, 
through another pulley near its base, over a third pulley 
at the far end of the monorail, and back to the aero- 
plane, where it is hooked on to the cross bar by an L 
shaped trigger which autdmatically releases itself when 
the flying maghipe gete.ready to leave the rail for its 
trip into the sky. 

When the aeroplanist gets ready to fly the engine 
is started, the operator takes his seat, the weight is 
released, and the aeroplane runs along the monorail at 
a tremendous clip. Just before the end of the rail is 
reached the front edges of the front rudder planes are 
tilted upward, and the aeroplane, responding to the air 


higher. Now it is that the great principles of aeroplane 
construction, the supporting force and the balancing de- 
vice, come into play. 

An understanding of what holds an aeroplane in the 
air can best be reached by going back to the old familiar 
kite. A kite is kept elevated by running with it against 
the wind, or by allowing the wind to blow against it. 
When the kite flies two forces work against each other; 
one, the force of the wind, the other, the weight of the 
kite. It is exactly the same with an aeroplane, with the 
exception that instead of waiting for the wind to blow 
against it, the aeroplane drives itself against the wind. 


* 
Machine Not Given Time to Fall. 

Thus it is seen that when the aeroplane is fiying 
through the air, there is a constant wind pressure 
against its under side. Wilbur Wright, when asked 
what kept the machine up, replied “that it staid up be- 
cause it didn’t have time to fall,” and that is about as 
good an explanation as could be-given. Stop the engine 
and the filler would tumble to the earth, but as long as 
it is pushed against the wind it cannot fall. It runs 
along on the air like a skater over thin ice. 

The lifting power of the planes depends, of course, 
upon their area and the speed with which they are 
driven. Prof. S. P. Langley, former secretary of the 
Smithsonian institution at Washington, who was first 
to apply the plane principle to flying machines, worked 
out several formulas with relation to planes and their 
lifting power. 

He did this by constructing a huge contrivance, 
something on. the order of a merry go round, with 4 
whirling post at the center. To the top of the posts he 
fastened ropes about a hundred feet long, and on the 
far end of the ropes he attached planes of various sizes. 
When the post turned the ropes, with their attached 
planes, went whirling through the air in great circles, 
and it was by making these planes carry weights that 
Prof. Langley determined their lifting power at different 
speeds. 


* 
Balancing the Long Sought Art. 

If an aeroplane had nothing more to do than sus- 
tain itself in the air the problem of artificial flight 
would have been solved centuries ago. There remains 
the extremely difficult art of balancing the flyer so that 
it will remain on an even keel. Even birds find it Jimi- 
cult to maintain their stability In the air. The hawk, 
in the constant effort to steady himself, sways from 
side to side in his flight, like-an acrobat on a tight rope. 
Occasionally a bird will catch the wind on the top of his 
wing, with the result that he goes over sideways, often 
falling several feet before regaining his balance. ~

pole. The world greets the announcement with acclaim. 
New space has been added to the world’s mapped 
areas. Civiligation will march on. All nations join 
in rejoicing—all: except one, the most vitally inter- 
ested. 

The Eskimo, native of the land of snow and ice, 
does not welcome the white man’s coming. Beside his 
igloo he sits and listens to the tribal rumors .of the 
coming events. He hears the weird, garbled tale of 
how a “civilized man,” a “kabhena,” has reached the 


north pole. He hears that other white men will come . 


after him. And he sits and grieves for his people; 
for the advance of the white man means to him only 
what it has meant to all the primitive people who thus 
have been “ discovered "—extermination. 


* * 
Civilization of “ South’’ Not Wanted. 
“Civilization of your kind we do not want,” says 
the Eskimo ‘to the .explorer er missionary. “It is good, 
perhaps, for you and*for your countries. It is not 


good here in the north.’ We cannot live under it. Ags 
we live now so must we live if we are to exist: It is -. 


our Hfe; and life is geod’ here among these ice cliffs 


‘when it is lived in our own way. We are content. 


So have our. forefathers lived from time tmmemorial: 
And so will we live as long as we remain on earth. 
Force us to live as you. live, make us accept your 
civilization, and we perish. We have seen it. We 
know what‘4t-does to us. It kills the Eskimo. Leave 
us to our. Ways, leave us to.our country, or the Nskimo 
will be wiped off the face of the earth.” | 

Such ts. the Eskimo’s reception of the -great news. 
It is something. like a shock to. our self-satisfaction 
and opinion that our civilization is best for all people, 
whether’‘they like it or not. How can those poor 
people up:there in the frozen north spurn the benefits 
that civilization holds forth to them? How can they 
fail to realize tliat civilization will make their harsh 
life easier, more pleasant; more happy? The questions 
come naturally at the idea. It seems preposterous. But 
when one comes to examine the mode of living of the 
winter ‘pound Eskim6, along with the conditions under 
which he is forced to exist, it seems not so astonishing 
that the Eskimos should say: “We were a happy peo- 
ple until the explorers came. The explorers brought 
their civilization, and that is not well.” 

Living in a land so barren and harsh that no- 
where else on earth is its duplicate to be found in- 
habited, the Eskimo through centuries of struggle has 
adopted the only mode of living that makes his ex- 
istence possible. The land which other people despise, 
the conditions under which no other people could live, 
he has learned to love. They are his world, and 
without them he could not live. 


x 
“Odds and Ends” the Only Resources. 


Resources such as. the world looks upon as neces- 
sary to the maintenance of life the country has none. 
It is a barren of never changing ice and snow. Stones, 
pieces of driftwood, reindeer, birds, dogs, fishes, and, 
most of all, seals—these are the things that are given 
the Eskimo ts live on. The stones, sticks, and bones 
furnish him with weapons. The weapons furnish him 
with meat.. For his house there is the stone, the ice, 
and snow, nothing more. For six months of the year 
his world is in darkness. Yet he lives and is happy 
-until the explorers come. 

The winter house of the Eskimo—the igloo—is 
perhaps the most striking illustration of how bitter is 
the fight to maintain life in the killing cold of the 
arctic circle. It is built of ice and snow mainly, 
though in some cases stones and blocks of frozen 
earth are used, and its floor is sunk far below the level 
of the earth or ice upon which it is erected. A nar- 
row passage dug in the earth, lower than the floor, 
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serves as the only means of entrance and exit, and 
the Eskimo goes into his house on his hands and knees. 

Along one wall is the “sleeping bench,” about six 
feet wide, which serves for a bed, for the entire family. 
In the center of the room is the lamp, which often 
serves as a stove as well. This is the sum total] of the 
Eskimo’s household furniture. 

In order to economize the life saving heat several 


families dwell together in one hut. In fact, the whole. 


life of the Eskimo is based upon the communal idea; 
the tribe works together, eats together, and sleeps 
together. There is neither poverty nor riches. All 
take what they need from the common store, and such 
a thing as starvation or homelessness is unknown. 


x 
No Chance Here for Furnace Dealers. 


In the winter hut so excessive is the heat that the 
thick fur garments of outdoor use are discarded upon 
entrance. Among some tribes men, women, and chil- 
dren dwell together in a complete state of nudity, in 
others a small loin cloth is used for indoor wear. 
Night and day the stone lamps filled with train oil 
burn in the huts. The Eskimo is superstitious of all 
things. The long arctic night has driven the fear of 
darkness into his soul, and he will not even sleep with- 
out a light burning before ‘his eyes. 

The lamps are so constructed as to burn brightly 
all night. When they begin to grow Jim the Eskimo 
woman knows that it is morning and time to get up. 


Cheerlese as such a home may seem, it is declared 
to be quite the opposite. The woman who wakes first 
In the morning calis out to her neighbor a challenge 
for @ race in dressing and going out after the morn- 
ing meal of fish, which is cached in the ice outside. 
The challenge is accepted. The women dress and rush 
out laughing, break off great armfuls of the frozen 
provender and eome back laughing to their still 
sleeping companions. The fish are thrown.on the floor 
until they have thawed from hard as stone to a mere 
frozen condition. Then the two women who are dressed 
pass the foed around to the others, and soon the whole 
hougeful are gnawing away at their fish breakfast. 

It doesn't sound appetizing, but even the explorers 
whe have wintered on this food declare that there 
are worse things to eat in the morning than a frozen 
fish—after you get used to it. 


* * 
Hunting the Greatest of “* Professions.” 


“The eating is not the trouble,” says the returned 
adventurers, “it is the getting of it that gives the 
Eskimo a problem.” 

“The getting of it,” the procuring ef food in the 
waste of snow and frogen waters, is more of a battle 
for the native than the problem of housing himself 
against the wintry blasts. Hunting is hie one means 
of Hving, whether it be hunting reindeer, ptarmigan, 
seal, or fish. As a consequence the hunter is the 
“great man” in the economy of Eskimo life, and the 


‘importance of a man is reckoned by his ability to kill 


seals. The best hunter in a village is the king. He 
has his pick of the women, and he exercises it with 
a freedom rather startling to conventional ideas of mat- 
rimony. 

“Without hunters a tribe cannot exist,” is the 
Eskimo’s point of view, and the tribes that have per- 
ished are the ones in which there were no strong, 
able men to kill game for food. 

As a hunter the Eskimo stands without a peer in 
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the world for hardihood, daring, and craft. Armed with 
the most primitive of weapons, a piece of sharpened 
stone fitted in a stick of wood to make a lance, he 
hunts and slays the animals of his country, from the 
swift fiying ptarmigan to the ferocious polar bear. 
The sea is where he must look for most of his sub- 
sistence, for the sea holds the seal, and withouf the 
seal the Eskimo could not live. The seal furnishes him 
food and clothing; its fat provides the olf which lights 
his lamps and cooks his food, and its bones and skins 
make the boat in which the tireless native paddles 
over the stormy seas in search of his prey. 


* Ff 


‘* Kaiak*’ His Greatest Invention. 

The Eskimo boat, the “kalak,” is his greatest 
invention, and the only small paddle boat so construct- 
ed that it can live in the roughest sea. It is shaped 
like a canoe, pointed at both ends, its decks covered 
with the exception of the hole in Which the ‘hunter 
sits, which is large enough only to admit his body. 
With his paddle in his hands, his harpoon slung across 
his shoulders, and the prayers of his women: follow- 
ing him, the hunter sets forth in the teeth of a gale 
to slay a seal that has been sighted a mile off shore. 

He rides up and down the sides of mountainous 
waves like a sled upon a hill. He laughs at the efforts 
of the storm to swamp him. He comes within sight 
of ‘this prey; the seal ducks; the Eskimo, knowing his 
custom, paddles swiftly in the direction of the dive. 
When the seal comes up for air he is within easy 
striking distance. The bone harpoon goes home with 
a- thud; and the hunter turns his boat for shore. He 
has made his kill. 

In the summer time tents take the place of houses. 
As soon as the sun begins to appear, sometimes in 
April, the Eskimo comes out of his hibernation, gets 
ready his “woman boat,” and his camping outfit, and 
“goes roaming. The “woman boat” is a large rowboat, 
capable of carrying a score or more people, and. has its 


name from the fact that it is rewed by the wonten. 
In such a boat the Bskimo sets forth and rows uwAtil 
a favored camping ground is found. Then the wiidle 
party disembarks, tents are set up, and the camp fre- 
mains so long as the hunting is good. When that 
is gone, into the boats again and on to another hunt- 
ing ground,

the family ef his victim! 

The: religion of the Eskimo is primitive, running

So the “poor, frozén’* native of the north” does 
not yearn for the civilization that threatens him. He 
is satisfied as he is. He eats his fish, kills the seal, 
sings his peculiar songs, and asks only one thing from 


“the civilized world—that he be left alone. And that is 


thé one thing which probably will not be granted him.

The balancing device in the Wright machine ig se- 
cured by an ingenious scheme for manipulating the two 
main planes. These planes are so arranged@that they can 
be warped endways. Running along in the muslin that 
covers the planes is a stout wire which extends from 
the operator's seat in front to the far ends of the lower 
plane. By moving a lever one end of the lower plane can 
be pulled Jown andthe other end, by the same move- 
ment, pulled up. As the planes are hinged together, one 
operation of the lever has the same effect on both of 
them. 

If for any reason, then, such a cross wind, inequal- 
ity of air currents, or perhaps a miscalculation in the 
distribution of weight, the machine begins to tilt side- 
ways, the operator, by the use of his lever, lowers the 
rear corners of the two big planes on the side of the 
machine that is sinking, and raises the corresponding 
corners On the other side. By this movement a greater 
surface on the sinking side of the machine is exposed 
to the rush of air that is coming in from in front, and 
that side of the flyer instantly ascends.

Method Claimed to Be Infringement. 
: Glenn H. Curtiss, who maiie such a brilliant record 
in the flights at Rheims last month, balances his flyer 
by means of two small auxiliary planes placed hori- 
sontally half way between the ends of his main planes.

By moving these planes so that the one on the sinking 
side of his machine is.turned directly against the wind, 
he secures a greater plane surface on that side of the 
machine, and thus restores its balance. The Wright 
brothers claim this method is an infringement of their 


‘patents and they now havea suit pending in the New 


York courts by which they will seek to compel Curtiss 
to use some other system of balancing. 


The balancing of monoplanes, of which the French- 
man Bleriot’s machine is the best example, is secured 
partly by having the big main plane divided at the cen- 
ter, so that in flight his machine has something the 
appearance of a bird's outsepread wings. If his ma- 
chine begins to sink on one side he lowers the wing 
on that side, thus securing a more upWard push of the 
air from underneath. In addition to this he has a long 
taillike arrangement attached to the rear of his fiyer, 
and this assists in balancing, much as a kite’s tail helps 
keep it on an even keel. 


Closely related to the balancing device is the steer- 
ing mechanism. When the corners of the big planes 
are let down a greater surface on that side of the ma- 
chine is exposed to the air, and this has the effect of 
halting the speed of the machine on that side. Thus, 
if the right hand corners of the big planes are lowered, 
the air, pressing against those corners with more force 
than it does at the other emis of the planes, causes the 
whole machine to swing around to the right. Mean-

while the rear rudders are turned slightly to further 
assist in the turning movement. 

A monoplane, so called because it has but one,main 
plane instead of ‘two, is different in construction from 
a biplane of the Wright and Curtiss types. In Bleriot’s 
machine the engine is air cooled and has eight cylinders 
instead of four. This gives him a more uniform dis- 
tribution of power. In his machine the propeller is 
placed out in front so that it bores directly into the 
air as the machine proceeds, thus pulling the flyer along 
after it instead of pushing it from behind. The opera- 
tor sits above the engine and @irectly behind the pro- 
peller. He raises ‘and dowers the machine by changing 
the angle of the main plane and steers it from side to 
side by swinging the tafl around in the direction he de- 
sires to go, like a rudder on a ship. 

The monoplane does not have as much plane sur- 
face as the biplane, Dut on the other hand it does not 
have so much weight to carry. It is also less suscepti- 
ble to cross currents of winds and other Jisturbing ele- 
ments in the air, because there is less flat surface for 
these to strike against. 

The development in aeroplanes. will be compelied to 
wait, more or less, upon the progress in gas engine con- 
struction. .In their present.state gas engines are liable 
to stop without the least notice, as any owner of an 
automobile will testify, and when the engine stops in 
an aeroplane it is most likely to come down to earth 


with more or less of a thud. There is no getting out 
and crawling under the machine, like the chauffeurs do, 
to where the trouble is.

No Chance Given for Repairs. 


To insure absolute safety, the aeroplane engine must 
run every second of the time the machine is in the air. 
If anything breaks, the operator cannot leave his seat 
to see where the trouble is, for that would overbalance 
the machine. And gas engines are disgustingly obsti- 
nate sometimes. They stop, dedd still, without an in- 
stant’s notice, and apparently with no more reason than 
animates a balky horse. It’s no use talking about the 
future of aeroplanes, then, until the future of gas en- 
gines is determined. The progress of one is absolutely 
dependent on the progress of the other, unless, of 
cours¢, some new method is found to turn the pro- 
pellers. 

The question may arise, and often does in a discus- 
sion of aeroplanes, as to why the propellers propel. ~ To 
a mind unfamiliar with mechanical terms it fs dificult 
to explain the exact action of revolving propellers on 
the air. Briefly, it may be said that the air pressure 
against all objects is some fifteen pounds to the square 
inch. Thus the air presses against the paim and the 
back of your hand at that rate, the two pressures ex- 
actly balancing each other. Remove the air adjacent 
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to the palm of your hand and the pressure from the 
back would be fifteen pounds for every vacant square 
inch on the other side, and the strain on the back of 
your hand would be equivalent to that caused by lifting 
a weight as heavy as fifteen multiplied by the number 
of square inches unoccupied by- gir.

Propellers Create Their Own Vacuum. 


Thus, when the aeroplane propellers are revolving 
they are constantly biting into the air in front of 


them and pushing it behind them. In this way they 


create a partial vacuum in front, and what they take 
away from in front ts added behind, thus to the fifteen 
pounds per square inch that is already bearing against 
the blades from behind is added the number of pounds 
pressure that tney are able to subtract from the pres- 
sure in front, making, we will say, twenty-five pounds 
pressure to the square inch behind, and only five in 
front. It is in response to this pressure from behind 
that the machine movés forward. 

If the propellers could whirl rapidly enough they 
could create an absolute vaquum..in frdnt and have 
thirty pounds per square inck om every inch of their 
back surface. If this condition were possible, or if 
engines powerful enough and propellers strong enough 
to withstand that pressurg could be made, an aeroplane. 
according to such experts as the Wrights, could be sent 
through the air at a rate of 500 miles an hour.

“*Aurora’ was designed as an introductory number 
of the eccentric and grotesque looking character, Queen 
Aurora, in ‘The Top O’ th’ World,’ the part being first 
played by the heavyweight comedian, George Monroe. 

“The problem was to give the comedian a patter 
song defining as much as possible the many sided char- 
acter he was playing and at the same time attaching to 
it a swingy refrain of open vowel sounds that would 
count for much volume when sung by a chorus of fifty 
voices in unison behind the soloist. The song was the 
means of immediately Satiagtioes te singer en rapport 
with his audience. 

“* Aurora’ is, I believe, owing to the splendid serv- 
ice it has afforded, of greater merit than anything else 
I ever wrote, speaking purely from a royalty standpoint

Lake street, Randolph, Mad- 
ison, Monroe and Adams streets, in spite of 
the stormy night, flaunted themselves where 
Viee. existing at all, found Hfe in flaunting 
its viciousness.

Old Condition Still Flourishes. 
One inspector of police was passing; an- 
other inspector of police would come, clothed 
with full official power.

In these almost deserted streets, where the

In contrast, in the thoroughfares of Hal- 
sted, Randolph, Lake, Morgan, and Sanga- 
mon: streets, the arc lights at the corners are 
heightened by the clustering lights of the 
signs from barrooms, the nickel the?ter, the 
vaudeville house’ and the scores of smal! 
shops in a hodgepodge of arrangement and 
disarrangement without other meaning than 
poverty. 

But ab every turn at every corner in this 
Desplaines street district the dark doorway 
frames the shadow ofa woman. Only when 
that occasional figure of the patroiman in 
rubber coat, bending to the rain, steps into 
view around a corner do these women shad- 
ows, their white faces in relief against the 
dark, disappear—perhaps for a second, per- 
haps for a minute; they have learned to 
gauge the time required for a pair of patrol- 
man’s shoes to take him out of the range of 
the patrolman’s eye. 
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Other Denizens Bestir Themselves. 

This sarme rubber coated figure makes stir 
among other denizens of this west side 
Desplaines street district. 

Watch the man in the rubber coat who is 
standing &Almostc“ways outside the door of 
the saloon in who ™usic ts coming from 
the piano, or from”) ua0, orchestra, and 
soloist combined. For half an hour this sec- 
ond figure in the rubber coat has been stand- 
ing there in the light, shifting from one foot 
to the other uncomfortably as if time dragged 
with him. Watch him when the figure of the 
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Biant police officer, sauntering in his direc- 
tion, is marked. 

He is at attention in a moment. He ehut- 
fies sidewise toward the door from which 
the music is coming. He has ear sharpened 
for something inside that is not akin to 
music. Whatever & is he listens—listens. 
He may do no more than listen; he may do 
no more than back up to a swinging door, 
giance inside, and appear ago, idling on the 
threshold. But he is there and he ts on watch. 
You may count a dozen others on Iike duty 
on the outer rims of a block. Watching for 
what? : 

For these are only saloons. judging from 
the outside. The fronts are shielded from the 
outside aecording.te the ordinances. The 
swing doors are significant of nothing but a 
bar behind them. The old, illuminated 
“Family Entrance” at one side or just 
around the corner from the bar entrance 
appears innocent enough without the watch- 
er in the raincoat, shifting from foot to foot 
for warmth or for. relief ‘from strained 
muscles.

To an observant stranger all this would be 
a danger signal. With money in his purge 
he would be doubly watchful of the dark 
doorway, the darker alley’s mouth, and of 


the black crannies befween bufldings jeading 
somewhere in the dark. It would be notice 
every where for him to leave space between 
himself and the slotching figures approach- 
ing or passing him. He would have eye him- 
self for the friendly sight of the giant police 
officer in the rubber coat. 

But vice in the Desplatnes street district is 
in Many garbs. ; 

The nickel theater has become a seeming 
amusement fixture. Under the scrutiny of 
the police, the nickel theater has found tol- 
érande of many who once opposed it. It Is 
recognized at a glance in its street aspect— 
its lighted front and its wing entrances lead- 
ing right and left from the ticket seller in 
the box, its “‘ barker” crying the features 
of the show. 

But Desplaines street district has evolved 
a new attraction—new and “ absolutely free,”’ 
vet so closely following the entrance of the 
nickel theater imjall but the ticket seller as 
to ill prepare'the Stranger for that which the 
‘barker on the outside is crying: 

“Walk right in, gents; good music, new 
program—absolutely free! Walk in~waik 
int”

Interior Shows True Intent. 


The interior of a long room is lighted to 
its furthest end and an orchestra is playing, 
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A FAMILIAR 
with a soloist perhaps rendering a senti- 
mental ballad as the visitor enters. Galleries 
may extend down either side of the long 
room. A moving picture stage may be set 
or the vista may end with the orchestra at 
the far end of the hall, 

But on alt sides, thickly, tables are set 
and banked with chairs, at which men and 
women are drinking. But it is not the old 
‘beer garden,’ with the palms, the tobacco 
smoke, the occasional small child running 
between the tables under the inspiration of 
the music. 

Let the lone man entering sit down at a 
table ‘dignifiedly as he will. Let him put up 
his best front of respectability and decency, 
listening to the music. One, or two, or three 
women may surround him in a second, clam- 
oring for beer. His dignity will be torn off 
as a mask. Bold, painted faces will stare 
into his and the brazen speech and dress of 
the low courtesan will be thrust upon him 
beyond possibility of mistake. 

“The Globe,’’ at Adams and Halsted 
streets, is an example of the largest of these 
dens, set in imitation of the niekel theater 
on the outside, while indoors the lowest 
ribaidry of the lowest slum iife’rules it. 
Six, ten, fifteen, or more of these shameless 


women are there, unlimited and, unlicensed - 


in freedom toward any one entering its doors. 
Outside ‘“‘ The Globe,”’ bristling with electric 
lights, easily appears a nickel theater, where, 
because of some unexplained reason on the 
part of the barker in front, some one may 
be led to expect a free show. Inside at a 
first glance one May see examples of human 
degradation which would not be tolerated 
in hundreds of the accredited “red light ”’ 
districts of the cities. 
There is no ** show,” 
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nor attempt at it, as 
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Up” the Desplaines Street Vice District? 
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the paseer may have been .led to believe. Its 
barren entrance designedly is to draw him in- 
side where bedizened women in the bedizened 
dress of the streets draw their bar ‘‘ checks "’ 
openly before the eyes of the purchaser from 
the hand of the waiter serving beer at 25 cents 
a pint. From the hall itself a garish stair- 
way leads upward into the dens which haye 
been walled apart in the upper building and 
dedicated to vice. 

lush with the building line and at the 
pavement level, this sham ‘** show ” flares at 
the cornér of Halsted and Adams street. Hal- 
sted street isthe Broadway of this Desplaines 
street slum district. Traction lines in all di- 
rections have madeé it a transfer corner. 
Lights everywhere are making the streets 
doubly brilliant in the rain. A few blocks 
away the hovel bagnio in the dark street has 
windows closed and painted against the curi- 
ous passerby, with the caution of the police 
that no sign of life appear from within. 

Here in a glaring ceritér of traffic this trap- 
like nickel show Is standing, its barker chal- 
lenging every Male passefby with the invita- 
tion to enter free of charge—to what? Simply 
to all that depravity has to offer. There isa 
laugh, only, when some man in drunken 
stupor reels from his chair tothe floor. It is 
a laugh, only, that greets the drunken cour- 
tesan, blear eyed and disheveled, if in the at- 
tempt to raise him again to his seat she, too, 
tumbles over, a tangle of cheap fineries, to 
the soiled floor. And the orchestra plays on— 
the soloist misses no note in his ballad. 
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I3°s Up to New Inspector. 
This is only a sample of the Despiaines 
street underworld. There are half a dozen 
of them—some more shabby, more tawdry, 
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more poverty stricken in. suggestion of 
moygey, but none of them more glaringly 
obtrusive than this “Globe” resort on one 
of the busiest corners of the district. Will 
the. new inspecter of police of the city of 
Chicago close them? If he doesn't, won't 
he be courting a story of graft? Or is it 
possible that such a place as this je not under 
the ban of the ordiriances of the great city of 
Ohicago? 7 

Turning from flaunting, garish vice in this 
form on the “ Broadway” of the west side. 
-one must feel a touch of questioning sym- 
pathy for the chalky face showing from the 
dark doorway everywhere and peering into 
the rain and the dark. 

She has no flaming lights above her door. 
No barker is there to call attention to the 
dark stairway that slopes upward into the 
tumbledown rookery where she finds lodging 
at exorbitant rental.

Scene **Arranged"* for Patrolman. 
-. Qne wonders in spite of himself. walking 
these streéts that reek of vice and of the 
vicious, that so many apparent chances are 
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taken by these slum carnivora. living off the 
slums. The Chicago police have their secret 
signal codes. Ien’t it possible that Des- 
plaines street district vice also bras its code? 
Walk half a block ahead of the patrolman on 
his beat and see nothing for a whole square 
ahead of. a: Trail in behind him half a 
square and the levee is ‘‘ wide open.’’ - Or 
ignorant of the officer’s whereabouts and 
seeing nothing, look closely and somewhere 
he is in sight. 

Yet as a citizen of years standing andi ex- 
perience, did you never criticise a police offi- 
cer because he wasn't there when ‘“‘something 
happened?’”’ Things don't happen in Des- 
plaines street district—they take place. There 
is too much risk in the word **‘ happen "’; take 
the lines of galoon “ look outs” in proof of 
the assertion. But always there is something 
doing in the neighborhood. Aggressiveness 
is the one virtue of its vice. 

Years ago the man who walked through 
these dingy streets after dark felt that he 
was taking risk upon property and life. Then 
the Chicago police department concluded 
that Desplaines street neighborhood ought 
to be “trimmed ’’ in the police sense; that 
is, taughta lesson. Lessons were given; then 
a body blow was struck by the state legisla- 
ture which gave a life sentence to the holdup 
man, guilty of using a deadly weapon in the 
aesault. 
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Discipline a Great Need. 
Today the citizen carries no fear with him 
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after nightfall! if his way should lead through 
Peoria, Green, Sangamon, or Morgan streets. 
But still the Desplaines street district is the 
west side levee, and citisen and officia! alike 
are agreed that it needs watching and it 
needs disciplining. Business has broken in 
on the old, squaHd haunts of its former 
vicitousnese, building high above it .and 
wrecking hovels unspeakable in the.build- 
ing. But at elbow with the manufactory, 
the warehouse, the wholes&le miscellany of 
business, the haunts of the courtesan flour- 
ishes there in its poverty. State's Attorney~ 
Wayman says if you attempt to strike ata 
man because he owns a saloon there and 
operates it you won't know where in Chicago 
society you may have to strike before all 
heads have been hit. 

Yet in the black night and rain and wind 
the belated citizen there appreciates the 
friendiy front of the new business building, 
half a dozen stories high and flush and clean 
to the building line. It is an oasis in. the 
desert of the slum. But that it isin the slum 
—that it is subjected to its vice and erime 
element—the incandescent light in the buifld- 
ing, burning far back and shedding its rays 
on the front’of the business safe turned to 
the glass front of the street, carries under- 
standing with it. 

Desplaines street district is there, still, a 
sordid, base Condition.

As for the two years previous there had 
been an increase in their business, brewers 
were not looking for any change for the 
worse, with the result that, up to the present 
time they have found themselves out just 
about $464,000,000, with quantities of waste on 
their hands. 

“We think that prohibition is directly re- 
sponsible for the decrease in the liquor traf- 
fic,’’ said Fred D. L: Squires, one of Chicago's 
most prominent temperance workers, as he 
sat in his office resiing after the triumphs of 
the parade. ‘In the last two years we fave 
added to our lists six prohibition states, 400 
cities- of 5,000 population and upwards, and 
hundreds of small towns and counties.

I have 
aes a eneral reconnoissance 
of all of tern and Southeastern 
Oregon and conditions are so very 
similar that I feel able to judge as 
to the advantages of this section. 

As yours is nearly all valley 
land, {t will not be out of place to 
speak of the formations, so that 
one can bé able to judge aa to the 
general character of the soil. With- 
out an exception I find that all of 
the valleys in Eastern Oregon are 
filled by silts and sandy deposits 
which have given them thelr fine- 
grained coating. These silts and 
ganda have been brought down 
from the mountains for ages and 
the whole wot ag tet is chiefly com- 
posed of volcanic ash and vol- 
canic rock, which, when decom- 
posed and combined make ideal 
farming lands, where there Ig Iirri- 
gation or enough moisture.
